Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Sena- 


‘or Hanna has completed the arrangements 
for the visit. of the presidential party to 
Tromagville. He was at the white house 
tocay, and as the result of his consulta- 
tion with the president and Secretary Cor- 
telyouw; he announced that the party would 
leave here Monday afternoon at 6 o'clock 
by the Atlantic Coast Line. The party will 
be a small one, consisting of only the pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley, Vice President 
and Mrs, Hobart, Senator and Mrs. Hanna, 
Assistant Secretary Cortelyou, and perhaps 
a few other friends of the senator and the 
presidetit. . 

Former Secretary of the Interior Bliss 
will probably be one of these, ‘and the pres- 
ident may be his guest for a short stay at 
the Jekyl Island Club. This has not, how- 
<cver, been settled. 

The president goes south to get the bene- 
fit of the magnificent Georgia weather to 
rest, and he does not care to mak» any 
plans with anything else in view. There 
are to be no receptions and no speeches. 
It wil] be the quietest kind of a social 
visit. 

Will Break This Agreement. 
Both the president and Senator Hanna 
say there is to be no political talk, and no | 
conferences of any kind, but the fact that 
other visitors at Thomasville at the time 
wil] include Senator Platt, of New York; 
Senator Quay, General Grosvenor, Senators 
McMillan and Burrows, of Mighigan, and 
other men prominent in the republican 
party, means that there is sure to be polli- 
tics and a lot of it. It would be !mpossible 
for that crowd to get together and not 
taik politics, as impossible as—impossibil- 

ity itself. 

For some days, then, Thomasville is to be 
the special center of political interest, no 
matter what may be the advance decla- 
ok of the president and his host. 

The New Lieutenants. 

It is expected that the list of second lieu- 
tenants appointed under the army ind@ease 
will be announced before the president 
leaves. Georgia is to have three places, 
and the gossip about the war department 
indicates that they will be duBignon, of 
Savannah; Henry Johnson, of Atlanta, and 
Bob Whitfield, of Milledgeville. Of these, 
however, duBignon is the only one put 
down as a certainty. There have been 
over 20,000 applications for the 100 places 
at the president's disposal. 

Wheeler’s Preference. 

It was said at the white house today 
that it has been agreed between General 
Wheeler and the president that thé Ala- 
bamian will not be on the list of brigadier 
generals, The understanding ifs that this 
is because if appointed General Wheeler 
awould be retired for age very soon, and he 
would’ rather remain in public life. He 
has made no request for such a commis- 
sion, buf«has always said to the president 
that he was ready to serve wherever he 
could do his country the best service. If 
needed, he would go into the army in any 
capacity, but if not needed he would prefer 
to remain in congress.

south with the Louisville and Nashville and 
Illinois Central railroads. 

The. deal is said to have been consum- 
mated in New York and will raise the 
amount of track of the Southern railway to 
comfcrtably near the  six-thousand-mile 
mark. 

The new line acquired is over 374 miles 
long and gives the much desired entry to 
the west. 
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BRYAN FINISHES TEXAS TOUR. 


Nebraskan Closes His Work in Lone 
Star State at Dallas. 

Dallas, Tex., March 10.—Colonel William 
Jennings Bryan completed his lecture,tour 
in Texas at Dallas today. He addressed a 
packed opera house in the afternoon and 
spoke to about 300 laboring men at their 
hal] tonight. 

His lecture was in opposition to territo- 
rial expansion, which he said would be 
checked by the American people lowering 
the stars and stripes in Cuba, Porto Rice 
and the Philippine islands. He advocated 
free and uniimited coinage of silver and 
predicted that the Chi.ago platform would 
be reaffirmed by the democratic national 
convention as a whole and in detail. He ar- 
raigned trusts and syndicates, holding that 
whfle the government could tear the hus- 
band from his wife, the eon from mother 
and. sisters and force them to face the dan- 
gers of war, it was powerless under repub- 
lican administration to strangle the trusts. 

His tour in Texas was in the nature of 
ovations at Fort Worth, Austin, Houston, 
Dallas and all along the line of railroads. 
Colonel Bryan leaves for Lincoln, Neb., to- 
night.

BODY FOUND SITTING IN A CAVE 


Remains of Captain of Spanish Torpedo 
Boat Destroyer Discovered. 

Santiago, March 10.—It was reported here 
this afternoon that the body of Captain 
Viilalon, who commanded the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Pluton, which was 
sunk in the destruction of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron, has been discovered in a 
sitting position in an arm chair in a cave 
about a mile from El Morro to the west- 
ward. 

Those who bring the news suggest that 
his sailors propped him in the chair when 
wounded and then left him to his fate. 
For many days.a careful search was made 
for Captain Villalon’s remains, but nothing 
was ever found to indicate where or how 
he died. 

Captain of the Port Scott will go by tug 
tomorrow to ascertain whether there is 
any truth in the story, and if the body is 
found, it will be brought here for burial, 


subject to instructions later from the Span- 
ish government.

Senor Munroe Rivera, who was recently 
relieved of his office as Porto Rican sec- 
retary of state, will soon leave for the 
United States by way of Cuba. 
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TALMADGE’S SUCCESOR CHOSEN.

“PAUNCEFOTE MAY BE E CHOSEN | § 


— AMBASSADOR LIKELY TO 
ATTEND PEACE CONGRESS. 


Great Britain Will Be Representei at 
Disarmament Conference by an 
Able Man. 


Washington, March 10.—The name of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British ambassa- 
dor here, has been under consideration for 
some time as one of the British delegates 
to the disarmament congress called at the 
instance of the czar, and there is little 
doubt that he will be chosen for this im- 
portant duty. As yet, however, there has 
been no official announcement, and about 
the only thing definitely and officially 
known here is that the foreign office has 
not made a final selection, but is consider- 
ing the name of Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
along with others, 

It is understood that the ambassador has 
been consulted unofficially on the subject 
with a view to learning whether the assign- 
ment would be agreeable. The appointment, 
if made, would be a signal recognition of 
the high esteem in which he is held in high 
official circles at home. It is said in influen- 
tial diplomatic quarters that the sugges- 
tion of Sir Julian’s name for this disarma- 
ment congress comes about largely through 
the part he took in negotiating the Anglo- 
American peace treaty, also known as the 
Olney-Pauncefote treaty. 

Aside from this prospective appointment, 
the British government recently has shown 
in another way its favor toward the ambas- 
sador by extending his term of active dip- 
lomatic service for one year from May Ist 
next, during which period he will remain 
as ambassador to the United States. This is 
a second extension, the first one occurring 
last fall and continued for six months 
up to May Ist next. By this second ex- 
tensioh, this is assurance that if Sir Julian 
is given the special mission to the dis- 
armament congress, it will not terminate 
his service here. Owing to the war last 
summer, the ambassador did not take his 
usual two months’ leave for a trip abroad, 
so that he is likely to take a four months’ 
leave this year, during which he would be 
able to take part in the congress if his ap- 
pointment was finally determined upon. Sir 
Julian called at the state department to- 
day. 


NEW TORPEDO TO BE TRIED.

Swiss Inventor Claims Complete Con- 
trol Over Explosives. 

London, March 11.—The Daily Chronicle 
this morning has an interview with Orling, 
the Swiss inventor, who recently arrived 
here to test a new torpedo, which, he 
claims, he car steer from the shore or a 
vessel without any connection on some new 
principle of light transmission and electri- 
cal induction similar to X rays. 

He says he can dispatch the torpedo at 
the rate of twenty-two knots and control 
it for a distance of six miles, possibly 
more, as well as bringing it back. 

His invention, the alleges, will control the 
movements of a steamer equally well, and 
render wires for telephones superfiuous.

‘the neighborhood of Conception, all of 
whom were formerly workers in the road- 
ings. They say they have no raoney and 
must either rob or starve. They have been 
lodged in the city jail, but considerable 
sympathy is displayed in their behalf by 
the populace. 

Muck of the same sort of thing is hap- 
penirs in the district of Holguin, where 
a brush between bandits and gendarmes 
resulted in the killing of one of the former.

RUSSIA SEIZES TERRITORY. 


Country Without an Owner Heretofore 
May Cause Trouble. 

London, March 11.—A dispatch from Alla- 
habad, capital of the northwest provinces 
of India, says it is reported there from 
Yarkand, Chinese Turkestan, that a large 
force of Russian troops has arrived at the 
Russtan post, Fort Murghabi, on the Murg- 
habi river, in Sari (Great) Pamir, with the 
intention of seizing Sir-I-Kel, the hundred- 
mile stretch of territory north of the Mus- 
tagh mountains, which was left undefined 
by the Pamir boundary commission in 1895. 

Its seizure by Russia would cause c(m- 
plications with Great Britain.

MORE TROOPS ARE NEEDED 
American Commander Declares That He 
Has Been Too Lenient 


BITTER FEELING UNS RAMPANT

United States Soldiers and the Na- 
tives Cannot Get Along and Mur-

Chicago, March 10.—The Tribune tomor- 
row will print the following special cor- 
respondence from Porto Rico from a Tri- 
bune correspondent: 

San Juan de Porto Rico, March 1.—The 
real situation in Porto Rico is not under- 
stood. People in the states generally Te- 
gard Porto Rico as a sort of haven of 
peace. The war department has just re- 
quested of General Henry that he imme- 
diately report how many regular troops he 
could spare from the island. : 


“I need twice the troops I have,” said 
the general at his residence in San Juan. 
‘Because of the easy victory of our troops 
here in the war and the apparent friendii- 
ness of tne natives to tne American sol- 
aiers when they invaded the isiand, a no- 
tion prevails in the states that there is 
lictie necessity for a strong force to main- 
tain order in tne island. The idea is er- 
roneous, 

‘The conditions here are alarming. These 
people have been given Bvery opportunity, 
but they have thrown em aside. ‘They 
are clamoring now for local self-govern- 
ment. They are no more fit for local seif- 
government than I am to run a locomotive. 
More troops are neg¢ded in the island. The 
seeds of aiscontent planted by professional 
agitators are rapidly growing, and can pe 
Kept down only by a strong military force.

American Soldier Beheaded. 

At Caguay, a small town on the military 
road twenty-five miles from San Juan, a 
soldier of the One Hundred and Forty- 
seventh New York was murdered last Sat- 
urday night in a manner that illustrates 
the treachery of the natives. Private Mich- 
ael Burke, of company L, had entered the 
Porto Rican Literary Club of Caguay, and 
was sitting at a small table reading, when 
a native slipped up behind him, and with 
one stroke of a machete, sharpened to a 
razor edge, severed the soldier’s head from 
his body and sent it rolling across the 
floor. Another soldier happened into the 
club some time afterwards and’ saw the 
dismembered trunk of the dead man atill 
in the chair, with the head lying where it 
had rolled. Several Porto Ricans were 
standing quietly around discussing the mat- 
ter. No one would admit having seen the 
murder committed. Suspicion finally fixed 
upon one man, but when a provost guard 
went over to arrest him, he had fled, and 
although the entire country around Caguay 
was thoroughly searched for the murderer, 
he has not yet been found. 

Only four nights before the killing of 
Burke the bad blood between the natvies 
and the soldiers‘asserted Itself in a brutal 
asSault on Private Fitzpatrick. The na- 
tive police arreste@ Fitzpatrick without a 
warrant and when he resisted heat him !n- 
sensible. Thesoldiers of the four compa- 
nies of the One Hundred and Forty-seventh 
stationed at Caguay, waited until night and 
then started out to ‘police the town.” as 
they called it. Three cafes were “policed’’ 
In the most thorough manner, tables being 
overturned and mirrors troken, when the 
officers of the regiment arrived and quelled 
the riot. persuading the men to return to 
the barracks. The next chapter In the Ca- 
guay affair was the killing of Burke. The 
withdrawal of tite regiment to Brooklyn for 
mustering out prevented more serious en- 
counters between the volunteers and the na- 
tives. 


Same All Over Island. 


The troubles at Caguay have been dupl!- 


cated at almost every place on the {fsland. 
At Guayama a soldier was stabbed in the 
back by a native the same night Private 
Burke was killed. 

The conditions at Ponce since the cla-h he- 
tween the soldiers and the native police, in 
which several Porto Ricans were killed. 
have been bordering on open battle between 
the troops and the natives. At Sahn Juan a 
few nights ago three sailors from the Tinit- 
ed States cruiser Panther were wounded by 
bullets from the rifles of the native police 
of the town, who, in attempting to arrest 
one of the sailors, became excited and fired 
indiscriminately. 

General Henry began his administration 
in Porto Rico by giving all the towns and 
cities self-government and by turning over 
in a great measure the keeping of the peace 
to the native police force. He has been 
forced summarily to depose the alcalde and 
the councilmen of many of the towns and 
turn the local government Over to army of- 
ficers. Things are strained to the snapping 
point. General Henry’s face took on a 
grimness that his troops used to see in the 
old days out on the western plaing as he 
concluded his remarks about — conditions

KIPLING IS STILL VERY WEAK 


AUTHOR WAS TOLD OF HIS OLD- 
EST DAUGHTER’S DEATH. 


Father Was Greatly Moved by the In- 
formation, but Bore Up 
Bravely. 

New York, March 10.—It was sald today 
that Rudyard Kipling was “in the most ted- 
ious period of convalescénce and still very 
weak,”’ and that he was not “progressing 
as fast as the public had been led to be- 
lieve.”’ 

He passed a good night and was “doing 
well,’’ however, it was said; his “patience 
and resolution helping materially in. the 
slow work of rebuilding his strength.”’ 

“Mr. Kipling is still improving,” said Mr. 
Doubleday, tonight. 

Mr, Kipling had taken some sweetbreads 
for supper and thas been able to eat more 
of solid food than at any time since he 
became ill. 

Unable to keep Mr. Kipling in ignorance 
of his favorite daughter’s death, the news 
was broken to him tonight by Dr, Durham. 
The blow was a heavy one, but the father 
bore up bravely. 

‘‘How lohg was she ill?” he asked. 

He was then told as much as the at- 
tendants thought wise. Tears stood in the 
poet’s eyes and he murmured half to him- 
self, half aloud: 

*‘Poor little Joe.” 

It was this he always called the little 
one. 

The doctors believe it was best to break 
the news, and the worry and distrust he 
seemed to have in all the replies given to 
his queries about the little one would have 
been more harmful than to let him 
have the truth. 


SENATOR JONES HAS A SETBACK

New York Security and Trust Com- 
pany’s Accounts To Be Examined. 

New York, March 10.—Judge Lacombe, in 
tre United States circuit court today, ap- 
pointed Arthur H, Maston, master, to ex- 
amine the accounts of the New York Se- 
curity and Trust Company, as trustee of 
the S-curity Mortgage and Trust Company, 
of Dallas, Tex., and to wind up the affairs 
of the latter concern, 

The order was granted in a suit of equity 
brought by R. Neaton Smith, Charles Hen- 
ry Wade, William Brensford, John E. 
Booth and F’. W. Martin, of England, and 
Wiliam Henry Fox, of Philadelphia, in 
which the New York Security and Trust 
Company is named as defendant. 

The company recités than in January, 
18977, the Dallis company made default in 
the payment of interest on certain obli- 
gniiorvs. At that time its outstanding ob- 
ligations amounted to $383,201 The New 
York Trust Company then entered upon 
the active execution of its trust, and since 
that time, at the request of certain hold- 
ers of debentures, has been settiing and dis- 
posing of the pledged securities of the Dal- 
las company. The complainant further 
alleges the district court of Dallas, Tex., 
appointed H. A. Kahler recelver for the 
Dallas company, July 18, 1898, and that on 
October, 1898, the assets of the Dallas 
company were sold. The complainants 
claim that this sale included the securities 
which are held by the New York Trust 
Company. 

It is further asked that the New York 
company be required to give a full and 
complete account of its acts as trustee.

Columbia, S. C., March 10.—(Special..)— 
Just before the general assembly adjourned 
recertly there were persistent rumors 
that Colone] W. A. Neal, retiring superin- 
tendent of the state penitentiary, was short 
in this accounts. The rumor became so per- 
sistent that a legislative committee was ap- 
pointed charged with the investigation of 
the firancial affairs of the institution. The 
committee began its work a few days ago 
in th's city. 

The facts brought cut have been of rather 
a startling nature. The law prohibits the 
superintendent from hiring convicts for hits 
persenal use. The testimony and Colonel 
Néal’s own statement show that thirty con- 
victs were leased for several years to @ 
relative of Neal, the men really being used 
on ‘farms of the superintendent for his own 
personal gain. 

The investigation so far indicates a total 
shortage of accounts of $10,107.56. If the 
items for the hire of convicts used by Neal 
but obtained on the lease to his reiative, 
the latter being nominally responstble while 
Neal in his testimony admitted he was the 
beneficiary, are omitted, then Neal’s appa- 


rent shortage is to date $2,699.12. The tes- |- 


timony today clarified many points that had 
been confused. It also served to show that 
the board of directors who were charged 
with a general supervision of the entire 
penitentiary had been kept woefully in the 
dark in regard to matters which they were 
supposed to know something about. 

Colonel Neal, on the stand, frankly admit- 
ted using certain sums, and further stated 
that he would pay to the institution every 
dollar he was due it. 

Tomorrow the committee will make a 
thorough investigation of the penitentlary’s 
accounts at the Carolina National bank. 
Colonel Neal has been prominent in politics 
for some years. He was defeated for re-elec- 
tion last month. 


| BIG STEEL COMBINE hag oncigaaag 


Million and a Half Dollars Are To Be. 
Brought Into Play. 

Cleveland, O., March 10.—One and a half 
million dollars are to be provided for the 
building of a modern steel eStablishment on 
the shore of Lake Erie and probably in the 
Cleveland district. 

New York capitalists are to furnish the 


money for the improvement, which author- 
ities on the subject of iron and steel manu- 
facture declare wil] be undertaken by an- 
other great iron and steel consolidation to 
unite the western bar mills. The plan of 
consolidation upon which the interests have 
been at work some time is now said to be 
practically completed. 

While the two Cleveland establishments 
interested—the Lake Erie Iron Company 
and the Union Rolling Company—are reti- 
cent concerning their relation to the move- 
ment, the best availaLle information !s that 
thirty-four out of the thirty-elght works in 
the territory west of a north and south line 
down through Pittsburg are taken in. The 
capacity of the works contemplated is about’ 
900,000 tons of bars annually. 

Efforts at some concert among the bar 
millg date back for years, but many diffi- 
culties arise in the way of consolidation. 
Some of these seem to have been removed 
by the organization of the National Steel 
Company. 

Sheet and Iron Roofing Combine. 

Cincinnati, O., March 10.—The Inquirer 
says there will soon be a combine under 
New Jersey laws of all the sheet and iron 
roofing interests in the country; that an 
agent is here now securing an option on 
the large rolling mills at Newport, Ky., 
and that the new combine will:include two 
mills at Pittsburg, one each ot Chicago, 
Cleveland, St. Louis, Muncie, Ind., and 
Canton, 

Rye Distillers Combine. 

Cincinnati, O., Marah 10.—Word was re- 
ceived here today from J. B. Greenhut, 
formerly head of the whisky trust, that 
there would soon be a combine of the rye 
distillers as perfect as the recently or- 
ganized combine of the bourbon distillers. 
It is thought that Mr. Greenhut will soon 
meet the Cincinnati distillers, and that the 
eastern rye distillers have already got 
together.

DIVIDING THE INDIAN LANDS. 


Chairman of the Commission Prepar- 
ing for Preliminary Survey. 
Washington, March 10.—Tams Bixby, 
chairman of the commission to treat with 
the five civilized tribes, azpived here to- 
day and had a consultation ‘with Secretary 
Hitchcock, arranging details incident to the 
inauguration of the survey in the Indian 
Territory, the establishment of @ local land 
office for the Creeks at Muskogee and other 
matters. He reported that on March 2th 
the commission would hold a meeting to 
consider between 8,000 and 10,000 contested 
Citizens’ passes in the Cherokee nation, 
many.of which, however, would be thrown 

out as having already been passed upon. 

About the middle of April the commis- 
sion will begin the task of taking up the 
cases of the Choctaw nation. Bixby stated 
that allotments of the Creek lands wonid 
be completed some time next year, and 
he predicted within six or eight years the 
lands ®f all the five tribes would be allotted 
and all the Indians placed on the same cit- 
izenship basis as the whites. 

General Porter and W. T. Hutchins, of 
Muskogee, I. T., aré here representing 
the interests of the cattlemeg, and have 
been Urging upon the department the ad- 
mission of cattle into the Creek lands under 
money leases by the Indians, which the 
department, so far, holds the Curtis act 
will not permit, after Aprtl, until after the 
allotment of the land. This allotment can- 
not be effected this year, and they protest 
against ehutting out of the etock this sea- 
son.

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DEWEY WILL NOT BE RELIEVED AT. 


~ MANILA UNTIL RE REQUESTS IT 


. Hary Department Denies Rumor That a Change | contemplated

ADMIRAL IS SATISFACTORY 


Administration 1s Anxious That the Hera 
Should Complete tis Task 


ONLY LITTLE MORE REMAINS FOR HIM 


As Soon as Otis and Lawton Drive the 
Insurgents Back and a Strict 
Blockade Is Secured There 
Will Be Nothing To 
Detain Him. 


Washington, March 10.—The statement 
can be repeated on the authority of the de- 
tail ,office of the navy department that 
Admiral Dewey will 
Manila until he chooses to make applica- 
tion for such relief. 

So far he has not given any intima- 
tion of a purpose to apply for relief in 
the immediate future, and from the 
few declarations he has let fall the 
department has every reason to be- 
lieve that he does not contemplate any 
such action. 

Consequently there is no foundation for 
the story that Admiral Schley or any other 
admiral has been selected to take command 
of the Asiatic station. 

So far as the navy department is con- 
cerned, the directing officials are not willing 
but anxious that Dewey shall complete his 
task, and they deprecate the circulation of 
such stories as those alleging that he is to 
be relieved, for the reason that by constant 
reiteration the impression might 
veyed to the admiral that the department 
would like to relieve him. 

In the case of a man of Dewey’s 
punctilious feeling the mere sugges- 
tion, if he had*the slightest reason to 
believe it had an official foundation, 
would be sufficient to induce him to 
‘apply immediately for relief rather 

than to embarrass the department. 

“Ag Dewey ‘himself fixed the limttation of 
his stay by the length of the task before 
him, it may be a matter of interest to 
‘record the belief of many naval officers 
that ‘after all the end is almost within sight. 

Dewey has established himself in Manila, 
he has assisted in the taking of Iloilo, he 
has sent forces to Cebu in connection with 
the army, also to Negros; the principal 
ports of the Philippines have all been taken 
‘over into American possession in large part 
through his co-operation with the army. 
There remains only a few ports of impor- 
tance, notably Zamboango, in Mindanao, 
and perhaps one of the towns in the Bulu 
archipelago to beoccupied. Expeditions are 
now moving in these directions, and that 
branch of the work will soon be closed up. 

There will remain only two phases 
of the campaign to require Dewey’s 

assistance. 

First, and near at hand, is the driving 
off of the Tagals under Aguinaldo near 
Manila. With Lawton landing this morn- 
ing at Manila with his re-enforcements and 
the other re-enforcements expected soon, 
General Otis’s movement in force is near at 
hand. The navy will aid in this. Ships 
can be placed in proper positiona on the 
shores of the bay of Manila to command 
the country for miles, and by co-operation 
with the army through the agency of the 
signal corps, the insurgents can be shelled 
out of the jungles many miles inland by 
the warships. 

The next and last feature of Dewey's 
task will be the establiehment of a close 
blockade to prevent munitions of war or 
supplies from reaching the insurgents, pro- 
viding there are any insurgents remaining 
after Otis and Lawton have made their for- 
Ward movement. When this has been done, 
when there is nothing further in the way 
of fighting for the warships to do, it is 
believed that then Dewey’s task possibly 
will be regarded as finished by himself, and 
it will be time for the navy department to 
‘consider the question of a successor to the 
commander of the Asiatic squadron.

“The ratification of the treaty,’’ said 
Senor Agoncillo, ‘‘without amendment was 
‘the result of intrigue. Politically, it was an 
undeniable reverse for the administration. 

“The jingo telegrams telling of constant 
victories of the Americans are ludicrous. 
Since the beginning of the campaign the 
victorious army of General!

DECLARES PROSPERITY HAS RETURNED 


Illinois .Congressman Contrasts the 
Work of the Last Year with the 
Last Year of President 
Cleveland’s Last Term 
of Office. 


Washingtcn, March 10.—Availing himself 
of the privileges accorded by the house of 
representatives previous to adjournment, 
Chairman Cannon, of the committee on ap- 
propriations, thas prepared for The Con- 
gressional Record a more extended state- 
ment of the appropriations made by the 
tifty-fifth congress than he made the day 
after adjournment. He places the total ape 
propriations for-the entire congress at 
$1,566,590,016, and the appropriations author- 
-ized for future congresses under the con- 
tinuing contract system for battleships, riv- 
er and harbor improvements and public 
buildings at $70,000,000. 

The total appropriations made at the last 
session of congress Mr. Cannon places at 
$673,658,400, showing an apparent reduction 
of $219,573,214 below the appropriations of the 
preceding session. Mr. Cannon attributes 
this reduction to the extraordinary war 
expenses of the preeeding session. Of the 
total. appropriations for the congress he 
says that the sum of §482,562,083 is directly 
chargeable to the war with Spain. He thus 
shows that the ordinary expenditures for 
the two years covered by the congress 
were $1,044,580,273, and this sum exceeds the 
total appropriations of the fifty-fourth con- 
gress by $39,746,68, This excess is accounted 
for as follows: _— 

For payment of mensions, $3,875,200; for the 
pdstal service, to meet increased demands 
of commerce, $16,619,581; for river and har- 
bor improvements, $3,401,128; for construct- 
ing new ships, $6,080,838; for beginning the 
work of the twelfth census, $1,000,000; for4. 
the Paris expos!ti@n, $1,210,000; for new pub- 
lig buildings, %,000,000; for payment of 
judgments against the governmeut under 
the Bowman act and for the French spolia- 
tions, $3,100,768. Total, $40,297,516. 

Mr, Cannon congratulates congress and, 
the country upon this showing and also 
upon the fact that notwithstanding the 
war, close attention wag given to the or- 
dinary expenditures of the government, 
which is, he thinks, unusual, He cites the 
defeat of the provision for the construction 
of the Nicaragua canal, which the senate 
attempted to get through in connection with 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, as an 
instance of the success of thig watchful- 
ness on the part of the house. 

‘If,’ ‘he says on this point, ‘‘the senate 
bill or any measure proposed had been en- 
acted the United States would have paid 
' $5,000,000 for a worthless concession and 
would have been committed by law to the 
construction of a canal along the Nicara- 
gua, route, and under such conditions it 
would have been compelled, before we 
threw a spadeful-of earth or in any way 
began actual construction, to have acquired 
by treaty from Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
the territory whereon to construct the canal 
and the right to construct it.” 

To this remark he adds the following: 

“Such legislation would have delayed and 
embarrassed the construction of an isth- 
mian canal. The United States cannot afford 
to enter upon this great work until it has 
acquired by treaty a zone of territory 
whereon to construct the same, Fortunately 
the house of representatives resisted the 
enactment of the proposed legislation and 
the contegt between the senate and the 
house resulted finally in the only practical 
provision possible, namely, the appropria- 
tion of a million dolars to enable the presi- 
dent to make full and complete investiga- 
tion of the isthmus with a view to the fu- 
ture construction of a canal across the 
same, particularly the Panama and Nica- 
ragua routes and to report to congress the 
result, with his recommendations.” 

Referring in a general way to the legisia- 
tion of the congress, Mr. Cannon says: 

*‘During the whole of the four Years cov. 
ered by Mr. Cleveland’s second administra- 
\ tion the materia] and industrial condition 
of the country was calamitious and its con- 
templation does not bring satisfaction to

any ‘American citizen. But the fifty-fifth 
congress, beginning with the administration 
of William McKinley, and promptly called 
in extradrdinary session, as promptly enact- 
ed legislation which has yielded the addi- 
tional revenue needed to pay the ordinary 
expenses of the government and has at the 
same time protected American labor. With 
the enactment of that legislation hope and: 
confidence struck hands and the condition 
of the whole country improved and has 
continued to improve from that time to the 
present. Labor is now universally employed 
with increased wage, and with such em- 
ployment the means are supplied for in- 
crease in the consumption. 

“In addition, without taking timé to dis- 
cuss in detail the causes that led thereto, 
congress declared war against Spain and 
the prompt and decisive successes of the 
army and navy upon land and sea have 
never been equaled anywhere in history. 
The great expenditures rendered necessary 
by the war required the enactment of ad- 
ditiona] revenue legislation and that legis- 
lation is now bringing into our treasury an 
additional $100,000,000 per annum. 

“The vast increase of the navy and the 
creation of an army of a quarter of a mil- 
lion, together with the increase of taxation, 
have not in any appreciable degree checked 
our industrial advance—which began coin- 
cidentally with the incoming of the present 
administration and the fifty-fiftH congress.” 

In concluding Mr. Cannon declines to en- 
ter upon the present discussion of ituture 
legislation, saying: 

‘I prefer rather to await the logic of 
events and the full information that will 
doubtless come, as I hope, between now and 
the organization in December next of the 
newly elected congress. But I venture the 
assertion and prediction that the United 
States could not, if it would, and would not 
if it could, part with the territories acquir- 
ed from Spain by the treaty of peace or 
shirk its duties and responsibilities touching 
them.”’

which haa been called to be held in the 
chief executive’s office next Tuesday at 
noon. The purpose of the meeting is to con- 
sider some important matters touching the 
selection and division of the lands recently 
granted by congress to the two institu- 
tions. The governor has accumulated some 
valuable information to lay before the 
boards and desires the advice and co-opera- 
tion of the trustees in regard to some mat- 
ters connected therewith, and particularly 
a method to select the most valuable 
lands and to allot them impartially to the 
two schools.

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MACON MAY LOSE 


WESLEYAN COLLEGE 


Must Raise $60,000 or the College Will 
Be Moved te Some Other Place. 


CITIZENS ARE VERY UNEASY | 


They Will Make Every Endeavor To 
i Keep the Institution. 


ATLANTA MENTIONED AS PROBABLE PLACE 


In Case the College Is Moved—Some of 
the Trustees Interviewed on 
5 eee the Subject. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 10.—Wesleyan college may 
. be moved from Macon. It is understood that 
@ movement is now on foot in that direéc- 
tion. For the past two years it is understood 
' that the coilege has not been paying ex- 
penses and unless something is done soon, 
the institution will no doubt be moved to 
some other place. 

At a meeting held tonight at the Mul- 
_berry Street Methodist church by the 
friends of Wesleyan, an important report 
was read from the committee which was 
appointed at the last meeting. 

Colonel Isaac Hardeman called the meet- 
ing to order and asked for the report of 
the committee. Dr, Pinson, pastor of the 
church, read the report. In the. report was 
the statement that an endowment of $50,000 
must be- raised or Macon would lose the 
college. 

This announcement created considerable 
' surprise among the people who were pres- 
ent, The committee reported that something 
must be done and recommended several 
plans by which the matter could be accom- 
plished. It was proposed that a committee 
be appointed by the chairman to solicit 
subscriptions and that the work be com- 
menced at once. An effort will be made to 
raise $12,000 here in Macon and the re- 
maining amount throughout the state. It 
is also the purpose of the organization, 
which was perfected tonight, to request 
more money from the state conferences for 
the college. : 


A meeting of the state and the education- | 


al boards of both conferences will proba- 
bly be called to be held here on the 2d of 
May and they will investigate the matter 
and see what can be done. 

The question of patronagge was also 
brought up at the meeting tonight. It is a 
well-known fact that the college is not g¢iv- 


en the proper support by either the people | 


of the state or of Macon, as a number of 
the Macon people send their daughters off 
to other schools instead of to Wesleyan,

TRUNK OF FALLEN TREE RELEASEO BY FIRE 


While Standing with His Back to 
Blaze, the Log Fell on Him. 
Slowly Burned to Death. 


Dublin, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—Rival- 
ing the worst of tortures invented in Dan- 
te’s Inferno was the death of Teamster 
John Holland, near here, today. Holiand 
is a respeetable wagon driger, whose fam- 
ily has been living in Dublin for some 
years. He had work which required that 
he drive to a distant part of the county 
in the early morning, and he left the town 
before daylight, driving at a rapid gait. 
This was the last seen of him alive. His 
experience can be readily evolved from 
what was subsequently discovered. He had 
left the town but a short time, when, the 
morning being very cold and penetrating, 
he alighted and built a fire. Thoughtlessly 
he Started the blaze against a stump, on 
the top of which was perched, in a tottering 
position, the heavy trunk of a tree which 


lously. He then stood with his back to the 
flames enjoying the heat, unti] the stump 
burned from under the trunk and the latter 
hurled itself on the unfortunate man, pin- 
ing him heavily to the ground and slowly 
roasting him to death. It was evident that 
he had made a fearful and pitiful fight for 
life. All around the exact. location of the 
tragedy the earth had been plowed up by 
the fingers of the desperate man, who had 
flung the turf on his back-and on the tree 
with the hope of extinguishing the fire. 
He had also grasped at the grass, weeds, 
rocks, anything that promised a leverage, 
and frantically worked to free himself from 
the blazing load which Was torturing him 
beyond description, and rapidly reaching 
his vitals. It is certain that death came 
to him only after some hours, and after 
the flames had bitten into his body and 


maddened him into straining every scorched 
nerve and muscle to despairing effort. 
When this cousin, at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, dug out the body, it was a charred and 
indiscriminate mass, only recognized by 
shreds of the clothing which the man. had 
worn. Bones had been broken in some 
parts of the body by the force of his awful 
struggle and a harrow seemed to have 
been run over the ground within a few feet 
of the smoldering embers.

The fire fiend had another victim today in 
Mrs. Robert Witherington, who lived near 
Dublin. Being alone in her room and some- 
what sick, she fell into the fire, and be- 
fore any one could reach her was burned

MAN AND WOMAN DIE | 


ON SAME GALLOWS 


Mrs. Cornelia Poirier and Samuel Pars- 
low Are Hanged for Murder. 


BOTH NECKS WERE BROKEN 


Woman Faced the Hanging with More 
Coolness Than the Man. 


CROWDS JEERED THE TWO PRISONERS 


With a Butcher Knife the Pair Killed 
the Woman’s Husband Nearly 
Two Years Ago. 


St. Scholastique, Quebec, March 10.—Mrs. 
Cordelia Poirier and Samuel Parsiow were 
hanged here today. The drop fell at 8:0. 

Life’ was declared extinct in eight min- 
utes, the necks of both having been 
broken. 

Mrs. Potrier, who said farewell to her 
relatives last night, was firm and collected 
throughout. She took part in the mass 


said at 5 o’clock this morning, and on the * 


scaffold shook hands with the hangman 
without a tremor of fear. The crowd in- 
side the jail jeered at her, but even then 
her composure did not desert her, and at 
the suggestion of the executioner she turn- 
ed and faced the jeerers, and stood erect 
and prayed to the last. 

Parslow exhibited much less courage, and 


Was more dead than alive when the drop. 


fell. The condemned were taken to the 
scaffold separately, and were prevented 
from seeing each other by a screen placed 
between them. Six hundred men who had 
remained up all night witnessed the execu- 
tion. Outside the jail there were 2,000 men, 
who with a beam, tried to batter down the 
gate of the jailyard, and could only be made 
to desist by provincial police firing their re- 
volvers into the air. The behavior of the 
crowd inside was such that one of the 
priests, Rev. Father Melolche, had to re- 
prove them from the scaffold. \ 

The crime for which Mrs. Poirier and her 
companion paid the death penalty was 
the murder of her husband in the fal) of 
1897. The murder was cold-blooded and dia- 
bolical in all its features. The Sunday af- 
ternoon when the murder occurred, Parslow 
was visiting the Poirier house, and they 
drank considerable whisky. The husband 
became drowsy, and when he was asleep 
his wife got a butcher knife and putting 
it into Parslow’s hands, said: 

“Now is the time to kill him.” 

Parshow hesitated and Mrs. Poirier, call- 
ing him a coward, took the knife from 
him and slashed Poirier’s throat. She 
then left Parslow to finish him, which the 
latter did.

With tickets sold at half rates, and with 
numerous coaches to repair, the railway 
officials came to the conclusion that it was 
unprofitable to transport mustered out sol- 
diers who did not know ‘how to behave 
themselves unless they were atili under the 
watchful eye of Uncle Sam. 

The trouble of the present system is that 
when the men leave the sefvice they leave 
their disc:piine also. No officer has a right 
to give them a single command. They can 
do as they please; and they do it, as recent 
occurrences at Griffin and other points evi- 
dence. 

Reaiizing that were the troops 
their homes in’ the care of thie United States 
authorities the trouble migtht be avoided, 
the rai.way officials discussed the plan of 
granting no more low rates to soldiers mus- 
tered out, but to charge full fare. To all 
those remaining in the service of the gov- 
ernment, however, the usua] reduced rates 
would be pziven. 

The resuit would be, that if a regiment 
is mustered out away from home, it would 


sent to

have to pay full fare back to its starting 
place. If the men were not mustered out 
until they reach the p!ace where they were 
mustered in, they would get the advantage 
of half rates. 

It is believed that this new rule would 
have the effect of Inducing the government 
to send every regiment back to the point 
where it was mustered in. or to the locality 
nearest the homes of all the men, before 
they are mustered out. With the strict ar- 
my discipline still over them while en route, 
it is thought the lawlessness and rioting 
would be dispensed with. At any rate, this 
is the solution the railroads will probably 
adopt.

There is nothing about the appear- 
ance of the letter to indicate its coming 
from one high in office; the stationery is 
evidently that employed by Senor Diaz in 
his private correspondence, 

Pesident Diaz has for so many years oc- 
cupied the chair of state in Mexico and has 
conducted the affairs of the government 
in such an able manner that the words Mex- 
ico and Diaz have cOme to be synonymous. 
Of late the question of Diaz’s eventual suc- 
cessor and the probable fate of Mexico un- 
der a different regime has come to be a 
burning cne. Specusation on the subject has 
been rife, and the press of both Mexico 
and this country has devoted a good deal 
of space to the subject. 

Soimne time ago an editorial appeared in 
‘““Modern Mexico” under the caption ‘‘After 
Diaz, What?’’ which discussed the Mexican 
Situation and prophésied continued peace 
and prosperity even after Diaz had ceased 
to hold the reing Of power.

AT STATE FAIR 
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Departmont of Education Will Be Yery 
Interesting and Instractive. 


COMMISSIONER GLENN TALKS 


He Makes Some Valuable Suggestions 
for the Educational Display. 


WILL ASK FOR A SEPARATE BUILBING 


Secretary Martin Discusses the Premi- 
um List—It Will Be a Handsome- 
ly Got Up Affair. 


The state fair movement is rapidly as- 
suming definite shape and each day adds 
some additional feature to the original 
scope. : 

At a conference held Wednesday between 
President Lyman Hall, of the Technologi- 
cal school; State School Commissioner 
Glenn, Major Slaton, superintendent of the 
Atlanta schools, and County School Com- 
missioner Guinn the matter of an educa- 
tional exhibit was thoroughly discussed in 
all its phases, and as a result of the con- 
ference, education will doubtless be made 
one of the dominating features of the fair. 

In all probability the committee on edu- 
cation will make a request for a separate 
building in which to make ite display. 

State School Commissioner Glenn, 
speaking of the matter yesterday, sald: 

“Tl am particularly gratified at the man- 
ner in which the officers of the fair are 
going at their work. In his every printed 
utterance, Chairman Northen has empha- 
sized the importance of the educational 
exhibit. This, I take it, is as it should be. 
Education is the dominating influence of 
the world of today. Out of it all material 
good comes. A practical education is in- 
Gispensible to the intelligent wage earner 
of this or any other community, and the 
more education we have the more wealth 
producers we will develop along all lines 
of human endeavor. The French commis- 
sioner general of the Paris expositign in 
explaining why education had been given 
the most prominent place in ‘the classifi- 
cation of the exhibits, said: ‘Education and 
instruction are first in the list because 
through them man enters into life. They 
are also the source of all progress.’ 

‘“T hope that the committee on education 
will be giver sufficient space; one of the 
large buildings at the exposition grounds 
would not be too much for such a display 
as should be made. In a general way, I 
have made certain suggestions to the com- 
mittee. I am in favor of a practical dem- 
onstration of the educational methods of 
the different counties and cities. For in- 
Stance, say that one of the classes in our 
local public schools be taken bodily to the 
exposition and put through its daily -rou- 
tine. The result would be an object lesson 
of great value and would be exceedingly 
interesting to even those who do not take 
a vital interest-in education. After all, 
the highest machine is the human ma- 
chine, and I venture to say that such an ex- 
hibit would attract more attention than 
the most complicated mechanical device 
at the fair.’’ 

This afternoon Mr. Glenn will confer with 
Secretary Martin relatiye to the education- 
al display.

INTHE INSURANCE FIELD. 


It is understood that, to escape prosecu- 
tion under indictments found by the Ken- 
ton county grand@ jury, a dissolution af the 
Underwriters’ Association, of Kenton and 
Campbell counties, was effected at a secret 
meeting held in Covington, Ky., some days 
ago by the agents representing the elghty- 
five insurance companies concerned. The 
association, it was charged by Judge Kar- 
vin, of Kenton county, had been formed 
for the illegal purpose of controlling prices 
of all insurance sold in the two counties. 
The indictments wert returned in ac- 
cordance with the charge made by the 
leader of the fight against the alleged trust, 
and the agents representing all the leading 
companies of the world were summoned 
to appear Tuesday. The action of— the 
agents Monday night was to secure a quash- 
ing of the indictments, and inasmuch as 
the fight has been won by those who desired 
to break up the combination, it is confident- 
ly thought that the cases will be dismissed. 


News comes from Kentucky that only 
about 25 per cent of the companies doing 
business in Versailles have suspended busi- 
ness, or withdrawn from the city, because 
of the indictments for conspiracy. The 
situation in the state at present is consid- 
ered as very discouraging. It is said that 
the Covington board met Wednesday for 
the purpose of disbanding, the agents fear- 
ing that they might undergo personal in- 
dictments. 


Jonathan Barnes,,receiver of the Massa- 
chusetts Masonic Life Association, in his 
report to Judge Barton, of the supreme 
court, authorized a 15 per cent dividend to 
be paid out of the emengency fund. This, 
it is understood, will entail $14,760, and the 
court will decide what shall be done with 
the $14,000 that will remain after these 
allowances are paid. 


The Pelican Insurance Company, of 
New York, has been authorized to do busi- 
ness in that state, the company having 
been organized as a joint fire insurance 
corporation, with a paid-up capital of $200,- 
000 and a paid-in surpius of $100,000.

A bill has been introduced in the Illinois 
legislature limiting the authority of fire 
insurance companies to reinsure or assume 
reinsurance on any risk or Hability cover- 
ing property located in whole or in part in 
that state. Tye measure is well drawn up, 
and has for its author some one well versed 
in insurance matters. The first section of 
the bill is to prevent reinsurance in com- 
panies not licensed in Illinois, and the 
second section prevents companies from 
accepting reinsurance Hability of unauthor- 
ized companies. 


On Wednesday the New York senate 
passed Senater Johnson's bill relating to 
life insurance corporations on the stipu- 
lated premium plan, and Senator Parson's 
bill relating to the reserve fund and limited 


tions on the stipulated premium plan. 
Senator Parson's bill allowing two or 
three fire insurance corporations to merge, 
was advanced: to a third reading by the 
senate.

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Settle the Depot Question. 
The Constitution has none but the 
kindliest feeling for the management 
of all the railroads now centering in this 
city, and it is this feeling which leads to 
the declaration that the time has come 
to settle the depot question for all time 
to come. : 3 
Through many vexations the traveling 
and business public have borne the term- 
inal invonveniencies existing here. The 
fact was recognized that the railroad 
companies. were the great allies of the 
city in the work of development, and the 
plea was willingly agreed to that these 
companies should have the tithe ‘in 
which to get into an easy financial con- 
dition. There were questions of rela- 
tive rights between the rival railroads 
which it was but proper that their man- 
agers should have the opportunity to 
settle without outside pressure. The 
city itself was called upon to establish 
its claim to extra consideration by 
showing solidity of existenc® and as- 
sured increase of business. These con- 
ditiong on part of both city and rail- 
roads were reached tyears ago, when 
camd@ the financial, depression , which 
threw so many railroads into litigation. 
But the city again waited. The pub- 
lic demand for terminal facilities reached 
another crisis, and the railroad compa- 
nies, now under permanent management, 
were broughi before the state railroad 
commission by the city. Plans were 
drawn and the date of fulfillment was 
reached when, owing to discontent 
among the railroad managers, a further 
delay to get new plans was agreed to. 
The railroad commission will take the 
matter in hand next week and it is 
hoped that the problem will be solved. 
The existing situation is that Atlanta 
ig scandalously behind in terminal facil- 
ities. Little towns of ten thousand in- 
habitants in many parts of the union are 
better fitted up for the convenience of 
the Public. Not only is the present de- 
pot miserably small, but it is foul in 
its sifroundings and dangerous to life. 
Strangers alighting from cars are in 
constant danger of being crushed to 
death between shifting trains, and 
ladies and children awaiting trains are 
stuffed and packed into a little waiting 
room, the very air of which is stifling. 
The fact is, if the railroads can do no 
better than this, they would confer a 
favor on the public by razing the entire 
structure and giving their patrons the 
benefit of the fresh air. 
It may be that the state commission 
cannot force the railroads to build a 
union depot, but they can make each one 
of the railroad companies build an in- 
dividual depot far better than the union 
etructure which now stands. It is The 
duty of the commission to stand by the 
people in this matter and enforce the 
building of separate depots of a higher 
grade. It will then remain for the rail- 
road companies in the exercise of busi- 
mess sense to pool their issues and erect 
one building which will typify the com- 
- mercial importance of the city and at 
the same time be a credit to themselves. 
What we want now is no more nego- 
tiating, no more surveys, but work on 
the main project at once. If the rail- 
roads cannot settle the matter them- 
selves we must rely upon the state rail- 
_ road commission, which must speak with 
- @uthority in order to! bring forth results.

The South and Chicago. 

The Chicago Tribune refuses to advo- 
cate a fast mail service between Chicago 
and Atlanta, and the reasons it gives are 
comically characteristic of the political 
career of that paper. Our readers will 
be able to sift out these characteristics 
for themselves when we say that the ed- 
itor of The Tribune is a free trade re- 
publican, as queer a combination as 
would be a cross between a- salamander 
and an arctic fox. 

Recently the question of a fast mail 
service between Chicago and the south- 
ern cities has arisen, and it has been 
discussed most favorably at this end of 
the line. The subject was brought to 
the attention of Chicago, with the hope 
of interesting the factors of influence 
in that city to the end that the next 
congress might be prevailed on to’ es- 
tablish more rapid mail communication 
between Chicago and the south. 

The Tribune, presumably speaking for 
Chicago, for it is one of the leading pa- 
pers of that city, informs all who may 
be concerned in the movement that a 
fast mail service is costly, and that it 
should be put in operation only be- 
tween those cities and sections whose 
business and trade relations are close 
and extensive. The Tribure :rdctrses 
the fast mail service between the east 
and the gouth because it is the result 
of trade conditions which make it wise 
and desirable; but it refuses to c.:.perate 
with the movement for a fast mail 
service between Chicago nnd the south, 
except on certain terms which it men- 
tions. 

With great candor, The Tribune sets 
forth. the terms on which Chicago can 
be induced to use her influence in con- 
gress to further the project. These 
terms are an increase of the trade be- 
tween Chicago and the south. The Tri- 
bune refers to a previous effort to estab- 
blish closer trade relations with the 
south, and says that the very persons 
who had gaid they were eager to trave 
with Chicago, acted “as if whey pre- 
ferred to trade with New York. Undoubt- 
edly, they do,” snarls The ‘Tribune; 
“their political sympathies are with that 
city, not Chicago.” 

What rot to come from a sensible 
newspaper! What do southern business 
men want with a fast mail service to 
and from Chicago but to promote trade 
between the two. sections? What has 
“nolitical sympathies” to do with the 
matter, even if The Tribune’s state- 
ment were the truth? The people down 
here sympathize much more heartily 
with the real democracy which abides 
in Chicago than it does with the sham 
brand over which Croker presides in 
New York. 

Trade goes where the best bargains 
are to be had, and politics has noth- 
ing to do with it—at least not the poli- 
tics of the present day and hour. The 
arguments of The Tribune are absolute- 
ly worthless, but its tone and attitude 
count for a good deal. It seems to be 
a very plain hint to the people of this 
section tnat their trade is not impor- 
tant enough for Chicago. It may be 
fhat Editor Medill does not represent 
Chicago in this matter. If he does, the 
question of fast mail service jis already 
settled and nothing more need be said 
or done about it. We are of the opin- 
ion, however, that Chicago will miss a 
very fine opportunity to extend and in- 
crease her trade relations in this direc- 
tion should the city fail to co-operate 
with those who desire a fast mail. 


Mr. Neill and the Cotton Crop. 

The New York Sun devotes a very 
long and interesting editorial article to 
Mr. Henry Neill, of New Orleans, and 
his prophecies with respect to the cotton 
crop. The Sun refers to him as “the 
famous Mr. Henry Neill,” but Mr. Neill 
is not punting for newspaper fame. His 
cotton crop prophecies are intended 
wholly for foreign consumption, and 
their purpose is to take money out of 
the pockets of southern planters and the 
interests that depend on them and put 
it in the pockets of European spinners. 
There is nothing dishonest in this pro- 
cess. It igs simply a cold-blooded busi- 
ness transaction, as we had occasion to 
remark last year. 

An extraordinarily large crop means 
very. low prices. for cotton, and the pre- 
diction of a large crop by Mr. Neill ig 
sufficient to take Lancashire out of the 
cotton market for the time being, and 
the result is an unhappy one for the 
southern planters. By a purely acci- 
dental combination of circumstances Mr. 
Neill hag been able during the past two 
or three years to hit very close to the 
mark in estimating the size of the crop, 
and this fact has made him a power in 


the south igs concerned. He has been 
able to move the market up or down, 
but he has always moved it down. 

So far as the present crop is concerned, 
Mr. Neill appears at present to have 
made a mistake calculated to destroy his 
prestige as a crop prophet. When the 
crop had been put in the grovnd and all 
the conditions seemed to be favorable, 
Mr. Neill looked over his hand and 
smacked his lips. Here was a favor- 
able opportunity to display his power 
in the market. He predicted that the 
crop would be between~ 11,750,000 and 
12,000,000 bales. To the great benefit 
of the British spinners, he continued te 
reiterate his prediction during the sum- 
mer, and it amounted to pie for the for- 
eign interests. Down went cotton and 
staid down, and it is now lower. than 
the conditions call for. To still further 
benefit the British spinners, Mr. Neill 
issued a supplemental prediction that if 
the winter weather turned out to be 
fine, the crop would reach 12,150,000 
bales. TO cap the ¢limax, he brought 
out still another statement to the effect 
that the crop would be 12,250,000 bales. 

The result was the complete demorali- 
zation of the cotton market in response 
to the decline in Liverpool. Southern 
_planters have been compelled.to take 
whatever they could for their cotton, 
and the bear crowd in New York got rid 
of their contracts for spring deliveries

in three months’ time had caused an 
excess of 450,000 bales over the move- 
ment last year. But the decrease has 
now reached 250,000 bales below it. The 
Sun is right in calling this an “ex- 
traordinary slump.” 

After examining all the explanations 
that have been made, The Sun declares 
that “the truth can no longer be ¢on- 
cealed that the diminished movement 
of cotton is due to exhaustion, and that 
the cotton crop of 1898-99 has been 
grossly overestimated; that the prophecy 
of Mr. Neill of a 12,000,000 bale crop, 
which was the ground for this expecta- 
tion, was simply a reckless guess; and 
that the fright caused by this great 
exaggeration led the American cotton 
planter to sell his cotton for illions of 
dollars less than it was worth. 

The Financial Ghronicle of 
prints figures which go to sh 
if the receipts of cotton from the pr 
time to the end of August are as large 
as those of last year, the crop will reach 
only 11,180,960 bales. The stronger 
probability, however, is that the crop 
will not be in excess of 10,500,000 bales. 
Mr. Neill has badly hurt the cotton 
planters of the south; but these do not 
constitute the full list of his victims. 
He has hurt'the fertilizer companies; he 
has hurt those who have mules for sale; 
he has hurt the manufacturers of farm 
implements; and he has hurt every bus- 
iness man in the south to a greater or 
lesser extent. 

But among the choicest of his victims 
are to be found a very large number 
of English speculators, who, depending 
on Mr. Neill’s inerrancy as a prophet, 
have accumulated in the New York 
market more than 1,000,000 bales of con- 
tracts for spring delivery. These con- 
tracts will now have to be canceled at 
a heavy loss to those who placed their 
faith in Mr. Neill. ee? 

It is this fact that will give Mr. Neill 
a black eye in the very markets where 
he has been a potent factor. cng 0m 
not be able hereafter to make the spec- 
ulative interests believe in his fabric 
of guess work. He will hereafter be 
less able to work the scheme by which 
southern planters have been deprived of 
their legitimate fruits. One failure ex- 
poses the prophet, and leaves him where 
all the explanations that can be prought 
forward will do him no good. Here- 
after. Mr. Neill’s estimates will not be 
worth as much as that of any other per- 
son familiar with the course of the 
cotton trade, for the failure of his 
prophecy for the present year shows 
beyond all question that he has purpose- 
ly exaggerated his estimate of the cot- 
ton crop for the purpose of benefiting 
English spinners and speculators. 


The Shackling of Mr. Davis. 

The publication of the orders concern- 
ing the shackling of President Davis in 
1865 puts at rest the question of its re- 
sponsibilty. 

Ever since General Miles has been 
possessed with the idea that he should 
be created lieutenant general, there has 
been an effort to make it appear that 
in shackling Mr. Davis, he but acted in 
obedience to orders from Secretary Stan- 
ton. The failure of the authorities to 


make public the whole correspondence, 


added to the well-deserved hatred in 
which the memory of Stanton is held, 
has contributed “hitherto to a muddying 
of the issue which seemed to relieve 
Miles of responsibility for the brutal 
treatment of a weak o/d man, even were 
he entitled to no consideration,on other 
grounds. 

The full story, as now made public, 
must transfer the odium from Stanton 
to Miles, and must do justice to the 
memory of the dead war secretary, 
which has too lone suffered obloquy 
where he should have received praise. 

In an order dated “Fort Monroe, May 
22, 1865,” and signed by “C. A. Dana, 
assistant secretary of war,” it is ordered: 
Brevet Major Genera] Miles fs hereby au- 
thorized and directed to place manacles and 
fetters upon tne hands and feet of Jeffer- 
son Davis and Clement C. Clay, whenever 
he may thfnk it advisable in order to render 
their imprisonment more secure. 

Under date of “Military district of 
Fort Monroe. Fort Monroe, May 24, 
1865,”" only two days after Dana’s in- 
structions, “Nelson A. Miles, brevet gen- 
eral of volunteers, commanding,” wrote 
to “C. A. Dana, Esq., assistant secretary 
of war,” as follows: 


I have the honor to send you, by the hand 
of Colonel Pritchard, Fourth Michigan cav- 
alry, a package of papers found on the per- 
sons or the baggage of the prisoners. This 
package composes all that can be found. a 
careful search having Leen made of the 
whole party. Yesterday I directed that 
irons be put on Davis’s ankles. which he 
violently resisted, but hecame more quiet 
afterwards. His hands are unencumbered. 
Both he and Clay are well. The females 
were sent to Savannah today. I also send 
the colors of the One Hundred and Fiftieth 
Pennsylvania volunteers, found in the bag- 
gage of Mrs. Davis. 

From the statement that a sick, weak, 
rheumatic old man nad “violently re- 
sisted” the ironing of his limbs, it fol- 
lows that the irons must have heen 
“violently put on.’””’ What a chapter in 
American history! The full 
major general and his helpless impris- 
onéd /fvictim! When the news was 
flashed abroad it created indignation, 
and from the correspondence it would 
seem that it was only then that Secre- 
tary Stanton had really heard of it, for 
his action was a stinging rebuke to the 
swashbuckling major general of volun- 
teers. Stanton’s letter was as follows: 


War Department, Washington City, May 
28, 1865.—Major General Miles, Commandifig, 
etc., Ft. Monroe: Please report whether 
irons have or have not been placed on Jef- 
ferson Davis. If they have been, when was 
it done and for what reasons? and remove 
them. EDWIN M. STANTON. 

Secretary of War. 

All honor to Stanton -for that one 
good act, if he never did another! “Why 
was it done?” and “for what reasons?” 
“Remove them!”’ 

Off the shackles came, and Stanton, 
who had performed a righteous act, was 
content without parading it; while “the 
mayor general of volunteers” began to 
place the blame upon him when his lips 
were sealed against answer.

CONCERNING ATLANTA 
AND THE FUTURE 


There are many old-timers here who 
know more about Atlanta’s early days than 
I do, but under the pressure of their bus- 
iness interests they have forgotten much 
that is of value and significance. 

One incident in my early boyhood made 
such an impression upon my mind that I 
have more than once called attention to it. 
Several of our solid citizens at that time 
were discussing the future of the town, and 
the consensus of opinion séemed to be that 
the limit had been reached. 

“The country around us is not produc- 
tive,” remarked one, “and with only four 
railways our transportation facilities caunot 
draw much trade.” 


This was the verdict of those who were 
discussing the first rolling mill and other 
enterprises, started here at that time. 

I believed every word of this talk, as a 
matter of course. ‘The remarks of my el- 
ders seemed to me to be eminently wise 
and uncontrovertible. My juvenile eyes 
then looked upon a community of 12,000 souls 
and I did not care a.cent whether the town 
grew any larger or not. The place was 
big enough for me, and I did not care to 
have my playground invaded by the nuis- 
ances of modern progress. 

Before I had time to do much thinking 
over the matter the tumultuous events of 
the civil war worked a magical change. 


During that period Atlanta suddenly 
leaped to the front as a marvel of indus- 
trial activity. Patriotism, necessity and 
other conditions made the Gate City the 
leading center of the south. 

We had no business league and no paper 
like The Constitution to spur her into activ- 
ity, but we had the bayonet, or in other 
words, we had military necessity to push us 
forward. 

The town became a regular beehive of 
useful manufacturing industries, and no- 
where, north or south, could have been 
seen a better exhibit of the inventive and 
working spirit of a people. 

All that occurred in war time, during an 
exceptional epoch. ; 

We can do better now under our new con- 
ditions. 

We are wiser than our 
least we think so. 

1 do not believe this, and, in fact, I know 
better, but I am. willing to admit that 
times have changed. 

We have more railways, but they have 
been built, not by our enterprise, but by 
the growth of population, and the conse- 
quent extension of our commerce, 

Naturally, we have erected finer build- 
ings, and more of them, and people have 
flocked here from every sectfon, until the 
first little town I Knew of 12,000 people, 
has grown to a metropolis of 125,000 inhabi- 
tants,

Will some wise prophet set the limit? 

In my young days I knew nothing of the 
possibilities of cheap: transit—electrie rail- 
ways were unknown—intensive farming was 
more of a dream than it is now—organiza- 
tion for municipal progress was an unheard 
of thing. The promoter was a potential 
factor who 'had never been heard of. 

Transportation was costly, and the idea 
prevailed that big cities should be located 
on Sseacoasts or water routes. 

Conditions have undergone a marvelous 
cange. Even our young men have seen the 
invention, discovery and growth’ of new 
factors and methods, and they see Greater 
Atlanta before them, 

It is now plain that the greatest cities 
of the future will be in the interior, and, in 
fact, many of them were far inland in the 
past. A few years hence water transporta- 
tion will be despised, because the cheapen- 
ing of electric transit will make every 
country neighborhood the close ally of 
its nearest town. 

Nor will it be necessary to build great 
manufacturing cities close to the coa] and 
iron fields. On the contrary, -they will be 
built away from their disturbing and disa- 
greeable influences. 

Ten years from yow the Alabama iron 
men will prefer to have their best work 
done in Atlanta, because transportation 
will then cut only a very small figure. This 
is the case in England, and it will be so here. 


Of course our business league will not neg- 
lect the possibilities of the hard wood in- 
dustries of this region. In this line we 
easily control the country. Atlanta should 
be the natural center of the furniture, wag- 
On and agricultural implement concerns 
of the country. Our business league cannot 
prove this in ten minutes to anyone who 
cares to investigate the matter. 

A. word a to smal] industries. Their name 
is legion. A thousand of our citizens can 
Suggest them, and will go into them with 
a little encouragement: in the shape of the 
patronage of home enterprises. 

This important point should not be for- 
gotten. The Atlantian who turns his back 
upon home industries makes a serious mis- 
take. 


From what I have seen of our past I feel 
confident that with properly directed pub- 
lic spirit and enterprise, we can speedily 
bring Atlanta to the front as one of the 
foremost cities of the continent. 

A fittle more than a century ago several 
couthern cities were ahead of their north- 
ern competitors, and With our natura] and 
Other advantages there is no reason iwhy 
we should not make history repeat itself in 
a very brilliant fashion. 

Increasing population makes real estate 
more valuable. Land cannot be multiplied. 
There is only just so much of it in ex- 
istence, and no more, and with more peo- 
ple there is more demand for it. There 
will be gold mines in Atlanta dirt in the fu- 
ture, 

If we lag behind, or stand etill, it will be 
our fault!

Editor Constitution—Will 1900 be a leap 
year? R. M. 

The two questions most asked, and which 
The Constitution has a dozen times an- 
swered, one, when the new century begins, 
and whether 1900 is a leap year. First, let 
the reader Keep in mind that 1900 will be the 
last year of the nineteenth century and 
that 1901 will be the first year of the twen- 
tieth century. As to the familiar rule that 
leap year is every calendar year with a 
number divisible by four will be broken in 
1900, which fact need not be regarded as 
an indication that even then it will be time 
for a change. This rule of the almanac 
may account for the proverbial activity 
of the new woman at tihe close of every 
century. Then there is no leap' year for 
eight years, February, 1905, will have but 
twenty-eight days, the extra day not ap- 
pearing from 1896 to 1904. Centenary years 
are not leap years. That rule will be brok- 
en in the year 2000, when the interruption 
may be regarded as an indication that it is 
time for a change. Centenary years divisi- 
ble by 400 are leap years, consequently 
there were twenty-nine days in February, 
1600, and the same number of days will he 
given to Fe>ruary 2000, and again in 24W. 
The object of this rule is to make the cal- 
endar year coincide with the solar year.

At last the protracted deadlock in the 
legislature of Nebraska has terminated in 
the election of Judge Monroe L. Hayward, 
of Nebraska City, to the United States 
Senate. Judge Hayward will succeed Sen- 
ator Allen, the present incumbent. In 
his political creed Judge Hayward is re- 
publican and has won his recent fight on 
the regular party ticket.

‘LEWIS 1S SANE 


Dr, J, B, Baird Makes Official Re- 
port to the Governor, 


EXAMINED MURDERER TWICE 


Fate of the Condemned Man To Be De- 
clded This Morning 


MAS, LEWIS CALLS ON THE GOVERNOR 


Wife of the Murderer Makes a Last 
Pathetic Appeal to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive for Her Husband’s 
Life and Entertains 
Hopes.

The fate of Robert Lewis, the condemned 
murderer of Foreman Haynes, of the Pru- 
dential building, lies with Governor Can- 
Gier, who will finally settle today whether 
the sentence of the law is to be carried 
out next Tuesday. 

Dr. James B. Baird, after a careful ex- 
amination of the condemned man, and after 
spending several ours in the cell in Ful- 
ton county jail, where Lewis is confined, 
has expressed the opinion that he is neither 
insane nor dying from physical ailments, 
and the report of Dr. Baird to that effect 
was handed Governor Candler yesterday 
afternoon. 

The attorneys for Robert Lewis have 
made a determined fight for the life of their 
client, and are still ardently at work to 
have the sentence of death commuted to 
life imprisonment. They have filed another 
informal petition before the board of par- 
dons, which, if heard at all, will be only a 
matter of twenty-four hours before the 
time set for the execution, as a majority 
of the board are out of the city, and will 
not return, in all probability, until Monday 
morning. 

Dr. Baird Examines Twice. 

Two examinations were conducted yester- 
day by Dr. Baird of the mental and physical 
condition of Lewis, and on both occasions 
the insanity expert made several tests that 
would give him a clew as to the prisoner's 
true condition. Dr. Baird would express 
no opinion as to. the result of the exami- 
nations, stating that he had undertaken 
the work at the request ofthe governor, 
and was not free to make public his im- 
pressions. 

From other sources, however, it is learn- 
ed with positive assurance that Dr. Baird 
found the condemned man neither insane 
nor dying, and has so reported to Governor 
Candler. Dr. Baird found Lewis to be in 
a weak condition mentally, but, according 
to his opinion rendered to the governor, 
the condemned man is not non compos 
mentis. | 

Lewis’s Wife Sees Governor. 

The wife of Robert Lewis, who has re- 
mained by the side of the husband since 
her arrival in the city, was among the first 
callers on Governor Candler yesterday. 
She gave the impression of being an ex- 
ceadingfy young woman, but stated, upon 
inquiry, that she had been married to Lewis 
for fifteen years. 

The wife of the condemned man entered 
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an informal plea, in a childish, frightened 
sort of way, that the governor, in whose 
hands the fate of her husband rests at last, 
would have mercy on him, and not suffer 
him to be hung; that he was a mental and 
physical wreck, in spite of all the learned 
physicians said of him. 

She had been with him longer than the 
doctors, and she knew -his true condition 
better than they did. It was a great, burn- 
ing shame to have him die on the gallows, 
because he was guilty of a crime the awful 
extent of which he did not appreciate then 
nor now. If the governor would only say 
that he should be imprisoned for life, and 
not die on the scaffold, it was all she asked. 

The governor was moved by a great 
pity for the little woman who would lose 
all by the degrading death of her husband, 
and he listened with a kindly expression 
until she had finished her halting plea. He 
then told her of his effort to find out the 
true condition of Robert Lewis, but that 
he must act in making his decision as the 
law and his conscience bade him act. 


Lewis’s Fate Known Today. 

The report an@ expert opinion of Dr. 
James Baird was turned over to Governor 
Candler late yesterday afternoon, and the 
chief execittive stated that he would carry 
the report home with him and devote the 
greater part of the night to making his 
decision. His final determination in the 
matter, which means life or death to Lewis, 
will be reached this morning. Among the 
varied duties of the head of a state, none 
are more difficult than that of determining 
at the last end of a respite whether the 
condemned shall live or die. 

Lewis’s life hangs this morning by 4 
thread, for it is exceedingly improbable 
that, with all the evidence before him 
tending to show the man’s condition, the 
governor will stay the sentence of the,law. 

It is the belief of officials that if the 
condemned man is insane he ought not to 
be punished at all, and a number of pleas 
have been entered by the attorneys to have 
the sentence of death commuted on that 
ground and others. If he is not insane, and 
only feigning, there is then no ground for 
commutation, and in such a case the sen- 
tence of the court that Lewis must die at 
noon next Tuesday will take its course.

(ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The official report of Lieutenant M. J. 
Daniel, the officer of the Griffin. Rifles 
whose command was called out in Griffin by 
the mayor of the town to protect the 
property of the place from the troops of 
the Tenth immune regiment, was received 
yesterday morning by Adjutant General 
Byrd. ‘ ¢ 

The report of the Griffin officer ig sub- 
stantially the statement he made to the 
representative of The Constifutioh, and is 
to the effect that his men were under 
strict orders not to fire, and that they 
certainly obeyed the command to the letter. 

Governor Candler treats with silence the 
effort of the white officers ofathe negro 
regiment to cast disrepute upon the citi- 
zens of Griffin for firing upon a car con- 
taining women, for he is satisfied beyond 
a doubt by the unquestionable evidence 
at hand that no one in the party at the 
depot had any knowledge of the presence 
of women in the rear car. 

The statements of the officers of the ré@i- 
ment made in Raleigh, N. C., and in Wagh- 
ington are taken to mean by officials at 
the statehouse that the officers of the regi- 
ment were taken back by the evident deter- 
mination of the people of the Georgia town 
to prevent their negro troops from having 
the so-called fun of firing pistols from 
car windows as they passed in honor of 
their release from service. 

“This was evidently regarded as a piece 
of fun by the white officers,” said a prom- 
inent official at the statehouse yesterday, 
“but they found out before they got out 
of Georgia that the people here have dif- 
ferent ideas of what fun is than those 
held by the Tenth immunes.”’ . 

The report of Lieutenant Daniel regard- 
ing the conduct of the troops in his com- 
mand can be relied upon, and is as follows: 

“Griffin, Ga., March 8, 1898. Adjutant 
General State of Georgia, Atlanta—Sir: 
Herewith find report of tour of duty on the 
afternoon of March 8, 1899. 

“I -received the following order from 
the mayor of the city of Griffin: 

“Commander, Griffin Riflese—Owing to 
imminent danger of riot on train of col- 
ored troops just mustered out in Macon 
while passing through Griffin, which will 
be in a few minutes, bring your command 
to the passenger depot at nce and re- 
ceive orders from chief of police for pre- 
serving order. W. D. DAVIS.’ 

“In response to the above order, I re- 
ported to the chief of police with the fol- 


| 


lowing: Number of commissioned ‘officers 
present, one, M. J. Daniel, Jr., second lieu- 
tenant, company F, Fifth infantry, 
Georgia volunteers, Commanding company. 
Number of non-commissioned officers pres- 
ent, four sergeants and four corporals; 
number enlisted men present, eighteen. To- 
tal present, twenty-seven, 

“fT had my company lined up and down 
the track about twenty feet from ths train 
of negroes, arms at the order. Men de- 
ployed as skirmishers at four paces. Un- 
der orders from the. chief of police, half 
of my company Was moved up the rail- 
road track about 200 yards west of the 
depot. 

“Upon the departure of the train the 
negro troops fired several volleys directly 
at the citizens and militia. This fire was 
not returned by my Men, but the citizens 
did return the fire. 

“TI had given positive orders te my men 
not to fire, and they most positively did 
not. Respectfully, M. J. DANIEL, 

“Second Lieutenant Co, F., Fifth Infan- 

try, Commanding Company.”

CAPTAIN LYMAN HALL ON 
THE USE OF TOBACCO 


é 

In the chapel of the Georgia School of 
Technology, some days ago, in the presence 
of about twenty professors and instructors 
and 300 students, President Hal] made some 
remarkable statements on the use of tobac- 
co, which were instructive and at the same 
time benbficial. The lecture was based 
mainly upon the reccrds of students and 
graduates of the school, and was, in sub- 
stance, as follows: 

“IT find that a comparatively small num- 
ber of our students are addicted to the 
use of tobacco. This is gratifying, and 
what I shall say will possibly be more ef- 
fective under such circumstances as the 
use of tobacco may be prevented easier 
than discontinued by arguments and lec- 
tures. What I shall say is based upon the 
very best authority, and many of my state- 
ments are taken bodily from works of un- 
impeacnable scientific value. 

“Before America was discovered tobacco 
was unknown to civilization. Snuff taking 
was described by Ramon Pane, who accom- 
panied Columbus on his second voyage, 
and chewing was seen on the coast of 
South America by the Spaniards in 1502. 
The. name comes from a Y-shaped tube 
vsed in San Domingo, the main stem of 
which was inserted in the burning weed 
and from the two branches the nostrils in- 
haled, the smoke. The Mexicans gave the 
name tobacco.to the weed itself. 

‘Tobacco is a narcotic; that which pro- 
duces sleep, but in poisonous doses it pro- 
duces stupor, coma, convulsions and death, 

“The name nicotine comes from that of 
a Frenchman, Nicot, who was first’ to 
spread a knowledge of the plant. It is 
admitted that the presence of nicotine 
gives tobacco its fascination and power 
over mankind, This ingredient constitutes 
ffom 2 to 10 per cent of all tobacco. In its 
pure state it is a volatile liquid, a pint bot- 
tle of which would suffice to kill everybody 
present. 

“Burton, in the ‘Anatomy of Melancholy,’ 
says: ‘Tobacco has a virtue, because a 
good vomit is, at times, beneficial.” And 
the old Englishman says further: ‘As to- 
bacco is commonly abused by most men, 
as a plague, a mischief, a violent purge of 
goods, land, health—hellish, devilish -and 
damned tobacco, the ruin and overthrow of 
body and soul.’ 

“In the young the use of tobacco decreas- 
es the vigor of body and mind and pro- 
duces symptoms of ancemia (deficiency of 
blood), palpitation (an unnatural movement 
of the heart), and other affections of the 
circulation of the blood. Smokers contract 
amblyopia, or a dimness of vision which 
defies the oculist by not producing any 
change in the formation of the eye or its 
muscles. 

“The use of tobacco in early youth checks 
the growth of mind and body. When you 
offer a cigarette to a friend you are saying: 
‘Allow me to impair your future manhood 
by offering a poison, delightful in present 
effect, but which leaves in its wake the 
ashes of intellect and a withered remnant 
of your physique.’ 

“It is wéll known that freaks in animals 
and human beings, in the way of dwarfs 
and misshapen living objects are produced 
by showmen, by administering tobacco 
when the unfortunate beings are young. 

“Spend an evening smoking with your 
friends, and what is the effect? All of you 
awake restless, feverish, lo@-spirited and 
dissatisfied. Your rising bell s:ems pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit. The mouth is 


bitter, the head is full of aches. Your jel 
sons and work seem horrible to contem- 
plate. 

“When, at one time, the use of tobacco 
became almost universal in England, King 
James I wrote a treatise against the habit, 
and his effort has been known as the 
‘royal counterblast.’ One paragraph reads 
as follows: ‘It is a custom, loathsome to 
the eye, hatefu) to the nose, harmful] to the 
brain, dangerous to the young, and in the 
black damning fume thereof, nearest re- 
sembling the horrible stygean smoke of 
the pit that is bottomless.’ 

“Dr. Todd, who wWetete the grandest prin- 
ciples for students Which ever came from 
the pen of man, says of tobacco: ‘All ex- 
perienced people wil) tell you that the 
habit, in any shape, will render you ema- 
ciated and consumptive, your nerves shat- 
tered, your spirits low and moody, your 
throat dry and demanding § stimulating 
drinks, your person filthy and your habits 
those of a swine.’ 

“A friend of mine, who is a Ph, D. from 
one of the universities abroad, says that al- 
though the Germans 4afe the greatest smok- 
ers of all nations, the first prize in methe- 
matics has never beenywon in a German 
university by a student who uses to- 
bacco. 

“Let us come nearer home. The present 
senior class is about evenly divided into 
smokers and non-smokers. Yet the high- 
est average in class standing predominate 
among the non-smokers. There is a mem- 
ber of that class who, in my opinion, would 
now be at the top had he loved his interests 
more and his tobacco less. When two of 
that class were chosen as acting instructors 
the faculty had many points of ability, 
tact and character to consider. The choice 
happened to fall on two non-users. 

“The highest averages in the senior, mid- 
dle, junior, apprentice and sub-apprentice 
classes at the present time happens to be 
held by non-users. 

“In the middle class there is only one 
user. His mark is below an average taken 
of all the others. 

“In the apprentice class there are four 
sections. The highest average in each 
section ig held by @ non-user, with one 
exception, and he is a young man who 
came here more advanced in his work than 
the rest of this class. Hig average is lower 
this year than last. 

“In the sub-apprentice class there are six 
sections, A, B, C, BD, EB and F. A non- 
user holds the highest average in each of 
these. 

“Go to the high sections (the s2ctions of 
the classes are arranged by merit) for the 
clear eye, the fine physique, the neat ap- 
pearance among your fellows; seek the 
lower sections for the Careless dress, the 
dreamy expression and the tinted fingers. 

“Lastly, take the honorable rol} of grai- 
uates on which it is your ambition to one 
day place your name. Examine all of the 
Classes which have graduated from ’90 to 
‘98. Crawford, who led ’99.- Jones, who led 
"91; Little, wno led ‘92; Long, who led ’93; 
Greene, who led '94; Towers, who led ’95: 
Wilke, who led ’96; Wight, who led ’97: and 
Hart, who led ’98, were all non-users dur- 
ing their student life.

The Atlanta and West Point railroad is 
still tied up on its proposed belt line, but 
there are-rumors of an adjustment being 
brought about.

Now 
the West Point wants the Central to give 
bond to secure it from loss in the event the 
supreme court sustains Judge Lumpkin. 

Stee] rails an@ all iron used in railroad 
construction are advancing ranidly in cost. 
It is said by railway contractors that it will 
cost $50,000 more to build the belt line 
around the city now than it would have 
cost had the contract been let two months 
ago, and sixty days hence the cost may Le 
still greater. oF 

What the West Point desires is a bond 
from the parties bringing the petition for 
injunction to secure it from loss in the 
event it does have to pay, say $50,000 more 
for construction than the work would cost 
now. As there are several individuals 
among the petitioners and only one rail- 
road, it may be that the appeal*will be 
withdrawn. There is no question about the 
cost of construction advancing. Pig tron 
jumped $2 a ton one day this week and the 
manufactured articles, such as spikes, fish- 
plates and rafls, are getting dearer every 
day. 

President George C, Smith, of the Atlan- 
ta and West Point was asked yesterday 
when he expected to get to work on the 
belt, and he said that he could not tell. 
He remarked that the matter was now up 
to the supreme court and@ there was no 
telling what that body would do. He said 
there’ had been no conference between him-

do, but he admitted that his company would 
ask the court to require the petitioners to 
give a good bond to indemnify the Atlanta 
and West Point in the event it eventzwzally 
gets permission to go on with the construc- 
tion. 

The greater part of the right of way for 
the belt road has either been purchased or 
is under option and when the injunction is 
finally dissolved, if it is dissolved, the West 
Point company will be in a position to let 
the contracts very soon thereafter.

Local Architects Are Busy Preparing Plans 
and Specifications 


MANY NEW BUILDINGS LET 


Indications Point to a Prosperous Year 
with Architects and Builders. 


MPORTANT STRUCTURES UNDER WAY 


A Few of the Sica New Buildings 
That Have Been Let in the Past 
Two Weeks. 


From present indications the year 1599 
will be the most prosperous that Atlanta 
has ever known in building circles. 
“It is rather early to predict with 
degree of certainty the amount of buiding 
that will be done, but judging from the 
number of plans in an embryonic state in 
the offices of local architects, Atlanta is 
on the eve of a building boom. 

For the past two weeks every architect 
in the city has been busy planning and 
preparing specifications for buildings that 
will be contracted for and completed at 
the earliest possible moment. Necessarily 
the major portion of this work consists 
of dwellings, but they are of a class and 
cast which make the aggregate amount 
of money involved considerable. Owing to 
the fact that many of the commissions 
hinge on certain contingencies the archi- 
tects are loath to make them public at 
present,

tain twenty-five living rooms, besides }j ar- 
lors, kitchen and store rooms on the first 
floor. The building will have all modern 
improvements in the way of gas, electric 
lights and steam. The contract calls for 
the work: to be completed inside of three 
and one-half months. . Mr. Norrman has 
other commissions on the boards.

Club of Georgia, has written the follow- 
ing interesting letter to Mrs. King, presi- 
dent of the Woman's Press Club of Geor- 
gia: 

‘Hiroshima, Japan.—It is with great 
pleasure that I write of the work out here. 

“The pleasure is twofold, inasmuch as it 
er.ables me to talk to the mothers of Ameri- | 
ca about their sisters in Japan, and it 
enables me to renew the pleasant associa- 
tion I had with the Georgia Woman's 
Press Club. Some of the newspaper offices 
here present queer sights. There is an 
average of ten thousand characters (this 
language is not in letters) in every office. 
The printer hasn’t his ‘case’ as in America, 
There are boys (child labor is everywhere) 
running as fast as their little feet will take 
them from one printer to another. These 
printers call out the characters they need 
and the boys get them. Japan is getting 
very progressive. There are some girls 
in the business schools, and I expect next 
to hear of them connected veith the papers. 
But you want to know something of my 
work out here. 

‘‘T have just closed my sev venteenth month 
and each day I am more grateful to the 
dear Lord for the grace He gave me to 
come. It’s one thing to realize your duty, 
afd quite another to oppose your friends 
and the dictates of affection and come 
across the ocean to serve in a strange land. 


But we have that comforting verse, ‘He 
that goeth forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him.’ 
‘Japan is a country of surprises and con- 
tradictions. The average globe trotter goes 
over the beaten paths, and if he is literary, 
writes letters or stories of life as he sees it. 
Perhaps he will do the missionary the jus- 
tice of silence; perhaps he will have some 
fact grossly misrepresented, as was the 
case only a few years ago. Some take a 
register and visit the various 


pitalities, never offer to help in funds or 
personal labor, and then go away and write 
up the luxuries (?) of the missionaries. 

“There is one mission home that was 
presented, by the carpentér, with very 
handsome folding doors, too handsome for 
the house. Miss —— says that those doors 
have caused more explanations and unjust 
criticisms than she cares to compute. She 
Says she is tempted to either take them 
down or write their history and hang it on 
them. One came out here, put our salaries 
in Japanese standard, nearly doubling it, 
and left our expenses in United States 
currency, and wanted to know what we did 
with the surplus. 

“But this is not telling you of our ‘work, 
is it? Well, it is so varied that one doesn’t 
know what to write about. Every morn- 
ing all the scholars, both boarders and day 
pupils, march into the chapel. ‘Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow’ is sung to 
the tune ‘Old Hundred.’ The teachers take 
& turn about to give a short prayer; at its 
close all join in the Lord’s prayer, another 
song is sung, and out they geo to their 
spective classrooms, where the Bible is 
taught one period. I generally have from 
then until 11 o'clock to etudy Japanese. 
Then my teaching begins, and when school 
is out, say at 4 p, m., I have an hour for 
exercise. At 5 o'clock we have supper; at 
6 o'clock we meet with the boarders for 
prayers, and after that we generally stay 
with them fifteen or twenty minutes in so- 
Cial talk, .so that they will all feel per- 
fectly free to tell us any little annoyance, 
or, on the other hand, their pleasures. 
Sometimes Japanese guests come after 
that, or some girl may want a quiet talk, 
or some plan for the following day needs 
discussion, and it often happens that a 
week passes without one quiet evening. 
Sundays are our hardest days. We have 
perhaps an hour and a half all day. 

“Some time during the year we entertain 
all the teachers and scholars. The grad- 
uating class and teachers we give a foreign 
dinner, as the dining room for our indi- 
vidual use is small, it takes from year’s 
end to year’s end to get through. Last 
night we had the girls who will graduate in 
March. Yes, commencement is the last 
Wednesday in March. 

“I wish you had been here last night. I 
wrote English notes in the approved style 
of America on some linen note paper I 
brought with me, and set the hour for the 
dining at 5 p. m. 


but I told them that they must 
write English notes. So next day we re- 
ceived the acceptances. 

“There are a few things in this country 
that remind me of the Bible. For instance, 
guests are ‘called,’ and it often happens 
that they have to be sent for when the 
hour arrives—not from any disrespect, but 
to be very polite, 

“Or this class of graduates,

It’s the custom for the day scholars to 
sitting room and all 
come to us in a body. I1 sent over to see 
if they were there; no, not one. In a 
short time a girl who has been in Tokyo for 
three years and knows that foreigners are 
more prompt than Japanese, came. At 6 
o'clock two more came, and we sent for the 
third. Well, so far so. good. The dinner 
was put on the table, and as the wall be- 
tween the two rooms slides, we threw the 
two rooms into one. But don’t think we 
got them right into the dining room. They 
didn’t move! After ever so long we got 
them to stand up; then Miss Gaines, Miss 
Lannis and I each went to a girl and 
marched them to the table. The last two, 
I am sure, took two or three minutes to 
decide which should go last. 

“Then their plates were helped, and we 
couldn’t get them to touch the knives and 
forks. Finally we three foreigners com- 
menced eating, and were half through be- 
fore they mustered courage. If the dinner 
had been in courses, just think of it! When 
the dessert came (tapioca pudding) the 
same thing was gone over again. And for 
the crowning of the dining, we had a few 
nuts and raisins from America. At any 
Japanese feast there is always something 
extra to take home, so we had the nuts and 
raisins. When.I tell you that four pounds 
of nuts and ten pounds of raisins lasts the 
entire season, you may be sure we are not 
lavish. 

‘Now the next thing was to get them 
away from the table. All rose together, 
but not one would make a start for the 
other end of the room. I at last took one 
by the shoulders and said, ‘We'll play train 
and you are the engine,’ and when she 
moved the spell was broken. 

“Don’t imagine they were rough or gaw ky 
of awkward. Far from it! And their 
clothes were silk and exquisite in every 
respect. In the customs of this country 
they are all well posted and that hanging 
back is the height of courtesy. 

“Some of you will say you can’t see how 
that is missionary work. Well, it is. This 
makes three meals that they have taken 
with us. The first and second years they 
were Japanese meals, in Japanese style, 
and on each occasion there were games 
and very pleasant evenings were spent. The 
Classes kecame better acquainted and the 
day scholars were thrown with us socially. 
As @ consequence, we have invitations to 
so many thomes that it’s a great pity we 
heven’t one lady to give her whole time 
to visiting. After these girls graduate they 
will have stronger ties here than anywhere 
eise, and have thus far never failed to 
help us whenever called on. Some of them 
take a pride in keeping some member of 
the family in the school all the time and 
even the fathers and brothers and cousins 
come to see us at New Year or when pass- 
ing through the city. 

“In these visits so many cf the girls see 
the difference between a Christian home 
and their own that they talk freely to us 
and to their parents of it. 

“Sometimes when wé go ‘to see the 
mether she will ask us questions of our 
religion that shows us plainly that the 
good is not solely to the girl. 

‘“‘We see some very sad phasés of life in 
these visits. Polygamy is openly practiced, 
and the worst part is the fact that the 
girls are bought—they have no voice in the 
matter. Not a great while ago a lady in 
charge of a free kindergarten became very 
much interested in a little cripple. She 
consulted a physician and he said she could 
be operated on and her little back straight- 
ened. So she went to the mother, a nice 
looking woman. The mother was very hap- 
py over the prospect, but said she had no 
money. ‘Is your husband dead?’ ‘No, but 
he lives with another woman.’ Well, when 
the truth was sifted out of it, she had 
been bought and was living in a part of 
the true wife's house. When the man was 
approached on the subject of helping the 
child he said it was absurd, that he had 
twenty children; and suppose he was to do 
that for all. The child. was taken to the 
hospital, and the missionary paid the pill. 
The mother’ was so grateful she read the 
Bible, and realized the sinful life she was 
leading; and one day told the missionary 
that she would go out and work for herself 
and the child, if her master would let her 
go away\ from there. The man was con- 
sulted, ahd after thinking about it, said 
she could go. Just =n ah the day arrived, 
however, she disappeared, and one night 
not long after that a note was dropped in 
the mail box at the door, saying that he 
had moved her; that she was very sorry 
and would never forget her Kindness nor 
teaching. Such cases must be left in the 
hands of God. And we may never hear the 
result, but ‘except the Lord keep the city 
the watchman waketh but in vain.’ And so 
with our work. See what a long letter I 
have written. I fear you will never invite 
me to return. Thanking you for your kind-

SOCIETY'S RED 
BADGE OF COURAGE 


New York, March 8.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Lenten lectures in private houses in 
New York city are in full swing. For a se- 
ries of seasons fashionable women, ail 
dragged and fagged from exhausting friv- 
olities, have been invited to sit on uneasy 
little campstools, in stuffy gas-lighted par- 
lors, and harken to the futile chirrupings of 
gome well-intending female on medieval 
architecture or Coptic civilization,g'This 
spring revolt has appeared all along the 
line, and the women are crowding to Mrs. 
Frederick Vanderbilt’s at $10 a head to hear 
and vote upon the burning questions of the 
hour. 

There is something very serious and at- 
tractive about these mornings with the 
“Dreyfus Trial,’’ ‘“‘Discussions of the War 
with Spain,” “Are> We, or Are We Not 
Ready for Colonization?’ ‘“‘What the Brit- 
ish are Doing in Africa,” etc. Those are 
some of the subjects under examination by 
the lecturer, and so popular are they that 
when a ticket holder falls fl, or is unable 
to attend, she can easily dispose of her 
ecard of admission to a friend at a price 
that would make a theater ticket speculator 
open his eyes. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt's long drawing rooms 
are open to the daylight; on lecture morn- 
ings they are decorated with pots of bloom- 
ing tulips, etc., and if you don’t crrive on 
time for the beginning of the lecture, you 
simply are not allowed in the rooms. The 
lecturer is a man or a woman, as the case 
and subject may demand. For the Dreyfus 
affair a well-known legal light was per- 
suaded to tell the whole story ef the great 
French army scandal, a soldier and a war 
correspondent was selected to explain the 
causes and progress of the war with Spain, 
and am able politician expounded the ad- 
vantage and drawbacks of imperialism 
for the United States. 

At the end of every lecture a vote is ta- 
ken to test the effect of the argument set 
forth, but Mrs. Vanderbilt's scheme has not 
proven a bit more successful than that of 
Mrs. Oelrichs, who, with twenty congen- 
ial souls, drinks weekly drafts of knowl- 
edge at the fount of science. One week all 
the ambitious ladies turned up in Tesla’'s 
laboratory and saw stunning experiments 
with electricity. Another week they trav- 
eled to the studio of an up-town scientist 
and saw air compressed until it dripped like 
a liquid, and for all of the remaining weeks 
in Lent excursions are arranged to con- 
clude with a talk-it-all-over Juncheon at a 
smart restaurant. 


The Great Mid-Lent Sale. 

The mid-Lent fairs have wrung the pock- 
ets of the generous quite dry, since for once 
the Jady patronesses, including Mrs. . As- 
tor, Mrs. Parsons, Mrs, Mills and a score of 
others, though out a scheme for a bazaar 
that showed quite superior business talent. 
The great mid-Lent sale, held in the ground 
floor of a famous Fifth avenue caravansa- 
Ty, was no common or garden affair, so 
to speak, ‘with foolish, useless trifles clut- 
tering the tables.

Jeu De Bal. 

Motor vehicles may arrive and bicycles 
have their way, but society still clings to 
the horse, and never before thia winter 
has so much riding been done in clubs 
and classes in New York as one sees dur- 
ing Lent. Not at all content, however, in 
merely parading round the tanbark on gray 
days and slopping through the park paths 
om bright ones, a corps of the most dar- 
ing women riders, who belong to the smart 
Knickerbocker Club, have. imported a 
French master to teach thém to’ do haut 
ecole or high schoo! riding like the ladies in 
the circus. 

It is an impressive sight when the band 
begins to play to see Miss Lila Sloan, the 
Misses Dodge, Miss Hoffman, Miss Fair 
and the Misses Stokes go round the ring 
waltzing their mettlesome Kentucky thor- 
oughbreds, and followed in perfect step by 
the men. But the French master of horse, 
by special appointment to New York’s no- 
bility, has gone a step further than haut 
ecole, and he is practicing some of the most 
daring of the young women mentioned 
above in the graceful and dangerous and 
exciting game of jeu de bal. A woman 
must have nerve, tough, steady wrists, 
quick eyes and a clever horse to ongage 
in this tussle for a rosette. 

Three enormous ribbon rosettes are worn 
in jeu de bal by.three players. One pins a 
white one on her left shoulder, player No. 
2 wears a blue one in the same place, while 
the third rider wears a red one on her 
right shoulder. For that red rosette the 
blue and the white ride, to capture it if 
they can, and relentlessly pursued, the 
red rosette is obliged to use every bit of 
her bridle lore to evade her pursuers. It 
is just a little less difficult and less dan- 
gerous than a game of polo, and the horses 
must understand the niceties of the strug- 
gle almost as clearly as their riders. There 
are rules and regulations, time. called and 
fresh horses brought up, as in polo, with 
exactly the same opportunities, in a very 
slightly less degree, for broken heads and 
limbs and overstrained and. sprained -mus- 
cles, but the element of danger is not at 
all a drawback to any onlookers but the 
parents of the young women.

Judge Bloodworth Gives Figures in 
Regard to Business Department 
of Girls’ High School. 

Judge J. G. Bloodworth has seme inter- 
esting things to say- about the retention of 
the business department of the Girls’ High 
school, At a recent meeting of the board 
of education Judge Bloodworth introduced 
a resolution asking for the abolishment ef 
the business depurtment in the Girls’ Uigh 
schoo] and suggested that an industrial 

department be sufstituted. 

“As each of the daily papers,” said he, 
“appear to favor the retention ef the bsi- 
ness department of the Girig’ High schvol 


as it is now operated and congratulates the - 


people that the vote in the board of educa- 
tion fixed it,.I will give.a few more facts 


‘to show what a gem the public has in that 


department. 

“As I stated on @ former occasion, the 
department has graduated 161 pupils, or will 
have done so by June of thig year, at a cost 
pt $22,750, The city could have graduated 
all these girls in the Jiterary course in the 
high school at the Same eost that it took 
to run it independent of the business de- 
partment and then. have paid the tuition of 
these 151 in a business college at $35 each, 
equal to $5,285, paid the board of the 151 
for four months at $18 per month each, 
equal to $10,872, and four months is ajl the 
time necessary to learn bookkeeping, type- 
Writing and stenography, total eash $16,067, 
deducted from $22,7% (cogt of running this 
department) leaves $6,583 saved to the city 
after giving a full course in the high school, 
a full course in a business college and pay- 
ing the board of the pupils. If the city had 
only paid their tuition in a business col- 
lege after their graduation in the high 
schoo] it would have saved $17,564, enough 
to have run quite @ nice industrial depart- 
ment in which could thave been taught 
various branches of industry and fittee 
many more for Wage earners and home 
lif, and this is what Iam working for. 

“tT am willing to let bookkeeping, type- 
writing and stenography remain as part of 
this department, but. insist that it is folly 
to spend so much to gecomplish what can 
be done for so much less, and in so much 
less time. I Know One who had only two 
lessons per week for three months who 
commands $100 per month, and two others 
who had only threé¢ months in business 
colleges who have 48 good places as any 
of the graduates from the business depart- 
ment of the high school. I did not go out 
to hunt these. I meet them almost daily 
and suppose there are more of the same 
kind in the city. 

“If we are honest in saying ‘give the 
girls a chance to be Wage earners and be 
independent,’ then let Us use the money so 
that we can give all whe want bookkeeping 
and stenography these and give others a 
Chance at other branches. Use the furyi 
ag we should use it to give benefit to the 
greatest number with @ due regard to the 
interest of the public whose money we are

It Is Claimed That Central Was Ob- 
structing a Thoroughfare. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN TO SIT IN CHAMBERS 


A Large Amount of Business Has Ac- 
cumulated and Many Cases Will 
Be Heard During =" 


Judge Lumpkin will sit in chambers today 
and hear motions. There are a number of 
important matters that will be before /him 
for a hearing. 

The case of the mayor and council of 
Oakland City against the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company is set for a hearing, 
and will probably be taken up. 

The town authorities are asking an in- 
junction to stop certain grading that is be- 
ing done by the Central on its right of 
way which lies in the city of Oakland. It is 
claimed by the town authorities that the 
railroad ovmpany, if the work is allowed to 
continue, will prevent the usage of one of 
the thoroughfares of the town. 

The purpose of the grading is to place 
down two sidetracks which, it is claimed, 
will give the Central more room for the 
handling of freight cars, as the company’s 
yards in the city are now very badly 
crowded. 

The bill for an injunction was filed sev- 
eral weeks ago, and created consigerable 
surprise when it became known. A large 
force of hands was employed by the road 
in grading the right of way, and busily at 
work when a warrant was sworn out be- 
fore the mayor of Oakland for the arrest 
of the force on the charge of obstructing 
a public highway. 

This action did not, however, stop thé 
men. A very short time after that they 
were served with the injunction of the su- 
perior court, and no work has been done 
on the road since that time. 

It was intimated at the time that the 
Atlanta and West Point road had some- 
thing to do with the injunction, and it was 
stated the Central road was trying to block 
the right of way so that no portion of it 
could be used by the West Point road in 
making connections with its new belt jine. 

The case will be argued this morning, and 
there may be some important develop- 
ments. 

Judge Lumpkin will hear the case of B. 
E. Pierce against M. A. Smith. The parties 
to the bill for receiver were engaged in the 
drug business, and Pierce alleges that 
Smith was intoxicated a good part of the 
time, and that he injured the business to 
such an extent that he wants a dissolution 
of the partnership. 

He alleges that Smith entered the store 
and had a fight which caused him much 
vexation. 

During Judge Lumpkin’s absence Judge 
Candler set many cases for a hearing today, 
and although all of them will not be reach- 
ed, some will be heard and disposed of.

The Texas Presbytery meets about the 
middle of April. In case permission is 
granted, Rev. Bridewell will be in Atlanta, 
ready to assume his new duties about May 
Ist. A delegation of representative mem- 
bers from the Atlanta church will be sent 
to Texas for the purpose of going before 
the Presbytery and asking that Rev. Bride- 
well be released from that district. 

This announcement will be hailed with 
great delight by the members of the First 
presbyterian church.

CHARITY WORK IS NEEDED 


Rev. C. C. Cary Writes a Card on the 
Poor of the City Whé Need 
Assistance. 

The Constitution is in receipt of a card 
from Clement C. Cary, pastor of St. James 
Methodist church, on Marietta street, in 
which he tells some startling facts regard- 

ing the need of charity in the city. 

Hie says that the amount. received by 
the Atlanta Charitable Association, which 
is doing a good work in the city, is too 
small to relieve all the cases that should 
be attended to. The card is as follows: 


“The Kind-hearted citizens of Atlanta did 
a good deed, wortny of commendation, in 
dispensing charity during the recent bliz- 
zard, Lut let them not think the pressure is 
over, or tnat there is now no need for any 
further special efforts to relieve the poor. 

“It is true we have the Atlanta Cnarita- 
ble Association, waoicn is:doing a good 
work, and might do still more if it had 
more members and larger resources. But 
the association cannot, in the nature of 
the case, meet all the demands of the poor 
and relieve every case in a city as large as 
Atlanta. Some sensitive, worthy people will 
naturally shrink from asking help of a pub- 
lic organized charity, while others may be 
overlooked. There must be special efrorts 
made supplementary to the work of this 
worthy association to reach and relieve 
cases which do not come to the notice of 
this association, or, of they do come to its 
piled” their wants cannot be fully sup- 

“I cannot speak for other sections o 
Atlanta, but do know something of the ion 
dition of the worthy poor in the nortnwest- 
ern part of the city, and just outside of the 
city limits. I am prepared to say there are 
urgent cases constantly developing which 
shouldbe relieved. Some of them are worthy 
people out of employment, who are not for- 
ward to let their wants be known, and I 
appeal to those whose hearts are moved at 
the sight of want in their behalf. 

Let me mentionsa few cases which have 
quite recently come under my immediate 
notice. In a certain house lived two fam- 
flies. In one room was lying a worthy 
Christian working man, his wife and two 
children—all the family. In another room 
was another man, his ill wife and sickly 
infant, and a little boy—al] of that family. 
And the only living soul besides on the 
premises was a trifling negro girl, who was 
the sole dependence for nursing and help. 
The bread-winners being sick, the base of 
supplies was cut off; unless, perchance, 
some indulgent merchant furnished food 
on credit, and some kind coal deaier sent 
coal and wood on the same terms, or some 
kind triend came to the rescue. It was a 
desperate case. 

‘“‘Again, -in another small house is a poor 
woman seriously diseased, who has been 
Sick for months, waited on by an_only boy 
ten years old, while her husband has been 
out of work for weeks. Rent is due, the 
meal in the barrel is out and the coal bin 
is empty. 

“If we go to another street we find an in- 
valid mother with a widowed daughter—the 
latter barely aLle to be out—who is the only 
support of the’family, that support coming 
from labor in a cotton factory a mile dis- 
tant, and necessarily affording a very scan- 
ty living. But sick or well, that feeble 
daughter must walk a mile every morning, 
work twelve hours and return wearied at 
night. There must be good financiering 
there to make both ends meet. 

“Again, here is a worthy workingman, 
with a wife and four children, who: must 
support his family on 70 cents a day—that 
is, when he can secure employment. But 
the continued bad weather has kept him 
idle, while several mouths must be fed, 
rent must be kept up and fires must not die 
out in the grate, and in the midst of it all 
shoes are needed for himself and family. 
And they advertised not their needs, Kind 
neighborg discovered it. 

“Go to another home, and there fs found 
an aged lady with a widowed dayghter 
and one child, and a maiden daughter who 
is a cripple. And upon the last named 
largely rests the support of the famuly. 
Yet they live on uncomplainingly, in the 
midst of a city of nice homes, of plenty and 
of comfort. | 

“But why specify any more? © are 
but samples of what is constant being 
found among the worthy working classes in 
this large city—the most of whom do not

New York, are among those who will be 
in attendance at the meetings and assist 
in the wérk of the alliance. 

Miss May Agnew and Mr. Charley D. 
Tillman will lead the singing, and it is ex- 
pected that singers from the different 
church choirs of the city will assist in the 
musical programme. Special attention will 
be given to the arrangement of the musi- 
cal features of the meetings and a large 
choir will be organized at once. Mre, W. 
P. Davis will be one of the special sing- 
ers and soloists.

The new library conference to be held be- 
tween the finance committee of the city 
council and the special] committee appointed 
from the boafd of directors of the Young 
Men’s Library, will be held the early part 
of next week. Dr. J..D. Turner, chairman 
af the finance committee, is out of town at 
present, but as he will not be back for 
Some time, it is probable the officials will 
not hold the conference until he returns, 

The main subject to be considered at this 
conference will be the selection’of a site 
for the new free library. Several sites 
around the city have been suggested, and it 
is impossible to tel] just now which will 
be named. One is the lot on Peachtree 
street, at the corner of Cain, just opposite 
the executive mansion. This would make 
an admirable site for the institution. 

It is also probable that the structure will 
he erected on the lot now occupied by the 
Young Men’s Library, on Marietta street, 
opposite the Presbyterian church. This is 
a valuable piece of property, and it is said 
the directors of the Yeung Men’s Library 
are willing to sell it if necessary to 
provide a-better site for the new library. — 

With admirable co-operation, and a desire 
to do all possible for the new institution, 
tne directors of the old have offered to do- 
nate all their property, real and personal, 
amounting to about $100,000, to the Carnegie 
library. This will insure a niagnificent li- 
brary for Atlanta, second to none in this 
part of the country, and one of which the 
people of the Gate City may wel] feel proud.

It is probable therefore that Chief of Police 
Manly will be asked to give his men spe- 
cial] instructions concerning this law, and 
that when any one is seen violating it, even 
for one offense, the violator will be imme- 
diately arrested and required to give bond 
for his appearance at the recorder’s court. 

“Tt is all very well to legislate,’’ said a 
prominent official yesterday, (‘but it seems 
to me instead of adopting other laws, we 
haa better see that the ones already in force 
are enforced. Mr. Thomson’s ordinance is 
all right, but if he thinks it is going to have 
any effect whatever three months from 
today, he is badly mistaken. In New York 


city the board of health prohibits spitting 


in the street cars, in which cards to this 
effect are displayed: This might be a good 
idea for Atlanta. It is aDout the only way 
to enforce the law.” '
